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GLADSTONE SPEAKS AGAIN

A GREAT WHIG DEMONSTRATION 
AT EDINBURGH. 
‘GRAND OLD MAN” ACCUSES THE 
TORIES OF LYING ABOUT HIM AND SAYS 
DISESTABLISHMENT IS NO ISSUE 


EDINBURGH, Noy. 11.— Mr. Gladstone 
and wife and Lord Kosebery and wife drove in 
& carriage to-day from Dalmeny Park through 
the principal thoroughfares to the Free Assem- 
bly Hall. Crowds of people lined the route, and 
great enthusiasm was manifested at the appear- 
ance of Mr. Gladstone. On reaching the hall 
Mr. Gladstone found it packed with human 
beings awaiting to hear his address. 

Mr. Gladstone said it was impossible for Par- 
liament to deal with the Irish question satis- 
factorily except by the action of a party pow- 
erful enough to act independently of the Irish 
vote. According to Tory as well as Liberal re- 
ports such a party in the coming Parliament 
could only be the Liberal Party. This consid- 
eration was more than ordinarily important. 
Indeed, it was of the highest imperial impor- 
tance. ** Passing toa subject iess important,” 
said Mr. Gladstone, ‘**I am reluctantly compelled 
to refer to personal matters. Iam unable toun- 
derstand the reason, but it undoubtedly has 
become the fashion among a portion of the 
Tories to circulate concerning myself an un- 
bounded assortment of most gratuitous un- 
truths. This isa modeof warfare that the Lib- 
erals have never indulged in, andI believe that 
the bulk of the respectable Tories disapprove 
it. These untruths return to me in the shape of 
voluminous correspondence daily from all parts 
of the country, and I ask my friends to receive 


all such statements with resolute incredulity 
until their makers prove their assertions. Dur- 
ing a former election campaign, I remember 
having flatiy denied 12 untruths in a single 
letter. Some of the untruths uow circulated 
say I possess a large quantity of land in Russia; 
another accuses me of felling trees on Sundays: 
a third says I offered to lend Lord Brabourne 
£4,000 yearly; a fourth that 1 asked the Liberal 
Parliamentary Party last session to vote aguinst 
their consciences; a fitth that | opposed the ab- 
olition of flogging in the army, whereas I spoke 
and voted in its favor, and a sixth that I voted 
against household suffrage. Such are specimens 
of the newest untruths circulated. In order to 
prove thatI um not exaggerating I have in my 
pockets the statements of three Tory candidates 
—Messrs. Ayers, Sidebottom, and Duncan. The 
last warns bis constituents of the gross inaccu- 
racies of the Radicals. He then lyingly accuses 
me of opposing household tranchise, which I not 
only did not oppose, but 1 engaged in a news- 
Paper war with Lord Sherbrooke over the mat- 
ter, he opposing and I advocating the extension 
of tee suffrage. [ hope this exposure will save 
trouble to those whose fears and apprehensions 
the Tories seek to excite illegitimateiy. 

“Inow enter a graver subject—disestablish- 
ment—not because it is an immediate and urgent 
necessity, but in order to remove widespread 
misupprebensions.” Mr. Gladstune here referred 
to the sixteenth section of his electio: muani- 
testo, issued on Sept. 18, and said: ** Wnen I 
wrote th t section I considered it a posthumous 
requisite, fully believing, and I still retain the 
beher, that I never should be called upon to 
share inthe practical controversies in relation 
thereto. What I am about to say relates chietly 
to the Church of England. Circumstances in 
Engiand and Scotlund are not precisely 
the same. I wrote simply to recommend 
that-in a tuture more or jess remote, when the 
controversy shali arise, it be prosecuted in an 
equitable temper and with careful eudeavors to 
master its enormous difficulties. After writing 
the passage in the manifesto I heard nothing of 
the que-tion tor many weeks. It certainly did 
mot excite alarm. For a longtime I was not 
aware of the intention to make disestablisiment 
a test question; but]. am now confident it will 
ve made a test question by Tory influence. The 
Tories, who ure not provided with an abun- 
dauce of legitimate election weapons, not un- 
Muturaliy cast about to see what new 
aitillery they can bring into the  fieid 
Knowing that tine raising of the disestablishment 
subj ct in Eug.and was a most grave and beavy 
question, Lord Salisbury took the earliest op- 
portunity of exp.essing his conviction that I 
Should propose tne disestablishment of the 
Church of Kngiland, stating that he was sure 
the critical time had come. Considering Lord 
Saisbury’s generosity and chivalry in throwing 
over party interests for tue benefit of thechurch, 
it is particuiariy tortunate tor him that nothiug 
is 80 inconvenient as the introduction of 
English disestablishment. These remarks in- 
duced many Liberal politicians to fore- 
Btull the question. I do not complaia 
of this, but I do protest against making the 
church a test question to the exclusion ot every 
other question. Just consider the effect of 
Voting tor candidates on this question only. 
There is no sense in it. What 1 contend is, that 
there 1s no stute of things now existing which 
makes it necessary, just, or allowable to raise 
tie question of tnglish Church disestablishment 
just now. Disestablishment in Scotland is a 
question the Scotch people should deal with 
when the proper time arrives, which in my 
opinion has not yet come. It would be out- 
razveous tolly for the Liberals to allow them- 
seives to be drawn: from the other real, 
soliit issues of the day by this question. 
Weconfront the electors and say, vote for or 
Against the candidate on grounds connected 
with the great questions ripe for discussion, 
which can be treated in a practical manner and 
soastobe of service to the country. Is the 
Liberal Party going to be constituted on the 
excummunicating principle? Is it to exclude 
irom Pariament everybody who does not iavor 
disestablissment? Tuis is simply impossible. 
Every sensibie man will devote attention to 
things which can be dealt with in the coming 
Pariiament. It would require a good deal to 
turn my opinion—I wili not say cunviction— 
which ninety-nine out of every hundred 
Englisomen share, that the question of the 
disestavlishment of the Church of England 
is uiterly remote from the coming 
Parliament. * But,’ say the Tories, ‘ when you 
turn to the records of history, is it hot your 
opinion that Jisestablishment is not remote? You 
SulJ the same thing in ls6d about the Church of 
ireland. Tnen, when the election approached, 
you said the question was not within the range 
of praciicai politics, meaning not for the Par- 
liament then electing. Yet within four years 
the Church of Ireland was disestablished. There- 
fore your conviction in 1885 is of no more value 
thun your opinion in 1845. Consequently it 1s 
put out of court altogether.’ Tuat objection 
and query are ingeniously taken. It is the best 
point tue Tories have made, but only because the 
remuining points are very bad. However, whai 
isthe fact? In 1865 political apathy prevuiled 
to stagnation and the reforming spirit was uni- 
versal. Nobody cared enough about the Irish 
Church, but the Irish Church question had been 
alive 30 years, and the moment attention was 
turned toward the Irish Church it was seen to 
bea mockery. The church establishment wa: 
in no sen-e the church of the nation. lt was im- 
possible to make a decent or plausible excuse 
jor \. Everything is different at present. The 
(u.urch of Engiand, instead of being a mockery, 
isa chureb whose defenders claim that it hus 
the adhesion and support of a very large ma- 
jority of the nation. Iltis doubtful whether it 
is possibie to deny that the Chureh of Engiand 
works very hard and endeavors to do its busi- 
ness. It has intinite ramifications through the 
whole tabric and structure of society, and bas 
jaid a deep bold on many hearts and,minds. The 
disestablishment of the Church of Engiandisa 
gigantic operation. 

“The prophecies of the Tories often break 
down. bey ought to be merciful ip examining 
our predictions, because the peculiarity of Tory 
predictions is that they always break down. In 
the case of the Irish Church the constant allega- 
tion of the Tories was that we should disestab- 
lish the English Church immediately afterward. 
J answered that cha Jenge then, to the effect that 
disestablishing the Irish Church was a great un- 
dertaking, and I doubted whether a man 
breathed the air of Parliament who could ais- 
establish the Church of England. I have the same 
doupts now. Many of those writing about dises- 
tablishment in England know little. They frame 
utterly impossible plans, but the English people 
canpot accept them, not having made up their 
minds to # question which is strange instead of 
familiar to the masses of the people. Itisa 
very greatand serious question. I don’t envy 
the man who undertekes the examination of 
the question. It strongly contrasts with the 
Churcd of Iyeland, which lacked an active, 
sympathetic public mind. The public mind 
now was never more sctive, requiring every 
practical and some impracticable reforms. At- 
tention is now abundant, but the public mind in 
England is unprepared for such a tremendous 
change, and until the public favor the move- 
ment it is a mistake to appeal to it now. 

“Coming nearer home, tnere are considera- 
tions of this question applying to the North as 
we'lastothe South. (Cries of *No, No.’] The 
first result of urging disestablishment in Scot- 
land would be my English advice thrown to the 
winds. The supporters of the Church would 
rush in a solid phalanx to the poll against dises- 
tablishment; therefore, the subject in Scotland 
ouvcht likewise to left to a future occusion. 
During my journey north on Monday many per- 
s0ns gathered at the various stations, and when 
acknowledging kind compliments one shouted— 
undoubtediy unpremeditatedly—' Never mind 
disestablishment!" I don’t know whether he 
favored or opposed it, but I fancy he meant it 
Was not the anaes you have in hard. Another 
spectator, whose earnestness bespoke respect, 
shouted: *Three cheers for disestablishment ! 
Another, however, called out: ‘Three cheers for 
the Liberai cause" [Tremendous cheers.] It is 
a serious responsibility—taking political ques- 
taons out of their proper order. 

“Wehave most remarkable unanimity re- 


ppectiug the questions which require first at- 
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tentiont The reform of the land laws, the reform 
ot the procedure ot Parliament, the comple- 
tion of the Reform bill, and the settlement of 
the imperial relation toward Ireland. These 
questions afford a record which would make the 
coming Parliament most effectual for this coun- 
try. Icannot think but that itisanerror to 
thrust these questions into darkness for the 
sake of the question whose maturity I utterly 
deny. ButI bave been asked whether I will! 
support Dr. Cameron’s resolution disestab- 
lishing and disendowing the Scotch Church. 
No settlement will satisfy Scotland unless it 
be the genuine offspring of Scottish sentiments 
and feeling. I decline to support an abstract 
resolution on any subject, because it is 
tantamount to making a solemn promise to tbe 
country whenever such a resolution is adopted. 
I never do so until I see a prospect that I shall 
be able to perform my promise. Sree In 
1858 a resolution in favor of the abolition of the 
paper duty passed the House of Commoas unan- 
imously, but the Tories fiercely apgoese for two 
years a bill giving effect thereto. The change in 
circumstances always provides an apology for 
achange of opinion. I am ‘laboring now for 
Liberal unity. lam preaching unity to the best 
of my ability, but I hope the Liberai Party will 
split before sacrificing conscience. A party is an 
instrument for attaining great ends. It is an in- 
veluabie instrument, for party combination has 
achieved all the good Parliament ever did. Do 
not let phantom lights draw us from the straight 
line of duty. We have got work todo, Nothing 
ean release us from our obligations to prosecute 
the work to its accomplishment.” 

Mr. Gladstone’s speech lasted 80 minutes. He 
received an ovation on leaving.

Lord Salisbury had spoken with decision 
regarding the church question, aud on that sub- 
ject Mr. Bright would not challenge him, but 
the attempt to revive protection was mis-~ 
chievous. Mr. Bright said the present depres- 
sion was due partly to a rash extension of busi- 
ness and partly to the bad harvests.

WHAT LONDON TALKS ABOUT. 
THE ANTI-CHINESE CRUSADE ON THE PA- 
CIFIC—MR. VAN WAGNER’S INJURIES. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 11.—The Times, comment- 
ing on the anti-Chinese crusade on the Pacific 
coast of the United States, says: ‘“‘ If Chinese im- 
migration into the United States was thoroughly 
blocked for a period the Chinese might meet 
with favorable opportunities at home and their 
immigration into the United States be aitogeth- 
er diverted. The attempt to turn back the tide 


of foreign colored labor by the means resorted 
to by the mobs in the Western part of the United 
States is odious, and tbe injustice done the 
Chinamen in the recent attacks onthem isan 
act of spohation committed against the world at 
large.” 

Mr. Van Wagner. the Alabama Claims Com- 
missioner, who met with an accident last night, 
is still confined to his bed. The mishap occurred 
while he was going up stairs tobed. He wassud- 
denly seized with u taintiny fit and fell headlong 
down thestairs. He was badly shaken up and 
severely bruised on the body and head, but fort- 
unately his skull was not fractured. 

Notwithstanding the denial that Osman Digna 
had been killed, advices from Massowab now an- 
nounce that after the recent battle the Abyssin- 
ians carried off the rebel leader's head. 

The Right Rev. Jonathan Holt Titcomb, D. D., 
formerly Bishop of Rangoon, consecrated a new 
Anglo-American chapel in Leipsic on Sunday 
lust. It is a Gothic structure. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation 
Company's steamer Indus, from Calcutta, for 
London, has been tota'!ly wrecked on a reef off 
Malativo, Ceylon. Her passengers and mails 
were saved. The Indus was an iron screw bark- 
rigged vessel of 2,235 tons. She was 380 feet 
long and was built in 1871. 

Mr. Stead, the coiivicted editor of the Pall- Mall 
Gozette, submitted to an interview in the Cold- 
bath Fields Prison to-day. His warder was 
present, and the visitor was not allowed to 
shuke hands with the prisoner. Mr. Stead 
was in prison garb, consisting of a Glengarry 
cap, loose-fitting yellow coliariess jacket, baggy 
coarse yellow trousers bearing the Government 
broad arrow, and. oversided patched boots. His 
hair was cropped short. Mr. Stead appeared to 
be suffering severely from cold, nis hunas being 
tucked in his capacious sleeves for warmth. He 
was in fairly. .good .spirits, however. He 
is allowed a Bible in his cell, but the 
light is not sufficient to enable him to read. 
His breakfast consists of thin porridge and 
brown bread, dinner of suet pudding, and sup- 
per of porridge and brown bread. He sees no- 
body between 6 P. M. and6 A.M. Mr. Stead’s 
daily tas< isto pick one pound of oakum. The 
ordinary prisoners have to pick three pounds. 
The sentences of all prisoners begin on the first 
day of the session of the court, which this year. 
was Oct. 19. Mr. Stead will therefore be released 
on Jan. 19. 

The British brig Pathfinder, Capt. Hoar, which 
sailed from Dundalk on the 9tn inst. for Cape 
Breton, has been totaily wrecked at Inistrahull, 
off the north coast of Ireland. The crew have 
been saved. 

Viscount Hawarden has been appointed Lord 
Lieutenant of the County of Tipperary, in place 
of Viscount Lismore, who has resigned. 


THE WAR CLOUD IN THE EAST. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Noy. 11.—M. Nelidoff, 
the Russian Ambassador, has been ordered by 
his Government to press the demand of Russia 
before the conference for the immediate disarm- 
ing of Servia, Greece, and Bulgaria and the depo- 


sition of Prince Alexander, the ruler of Bul- { 


aria. 

The Balkan conference to-day agreed that the 
basis of its deliberations should be the restora- 
tion of the status quo ante in Roumelia. No de- 
tails were adopted. 


Lonpbon, Nov. 12.—It is rumored that 
Prince Alexander will issue a ukase summoning 
a national assembly of the two Bulgarias to 
meet at Philippopolis. A special scheme has 
been arranged wiereby the Mayors of Rou- 
melian towns will act as Deputies in the or- 
dinary Bulgarian Assembly. 


BELGRADE, Nov. 11.—The Servian Gov- 
ernment denies the Bulgarian report that Servian 
troops have crossed the trontier and gtates that 
Servia has no need to invent a casus belli, as Bul- 
garia has given Servia ample grounds to declare 
war when the proper moment arrives. Servia 
retrains at pre-ent from attacking Bulgaria for 
special motives, which she regards with great 
solicitude and which Bulgaria ignores. Servia 
pursues a state policy, while Bulgaria follows a 
revolutionary one. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BERLIN, Nov. 11.—The German-Ameri- 
cans who were recently expelled from the isl- 
and of Foehr, Sleswick, have been ordered to 
leave Prussia before the 15th inst. Two natural- 
ized Americans, natives of Tarp and Schotten- 


burg, bave also been ordered to leave, one by 
the end of November and the other by the end 
of the year. 


There bas been an alarming increase in the 
number of suicides in this city within the past 
few months. Cases are reported dally, and some 
days the number is as high as 10. To-day a re- 
tired banker named Markwald dicé ina myste- 
rious manner, and his wife shot herself with a 
revolver. Both of them left instructions to have 
their bodies cremated. 


Paris, Nov. 11.—La France, commenting 
on the reported declaration of war between 
Burmah and Great Britain, makes a violent at- 
tack on the latter power, and says: **The British 
expedition to Burmah is really aimed at Frauce.” 
It then urges M. de Freycinet, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, to unite with Russia to stop 
English territorial aggrandizement. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 11.—John O’Connor, mem- 
ber of Parhament for Tipperary, addressed a 
joint meeting of National Leaguers and cattle- 
men heid to-duy at Cork. He defied the dealers 
who refuse to continue boycotting the Steam 


Packet Company to buy cattle at f he 
South of Ireland. os 





DAMAGE BY THE CYCLONE. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 11.—Reports 
from interior points state that the late cyclone 
was attended with loss of life and of much prop- 
erty. The residence of Lany England, in Grundy 


County, was struck and Mr. England was killed. 
Six of the 13 inmates of the house were serious- 
ly injured. Mrs. Winton was dangerously hurt 
and will probably die. The residences and buiia- 
ings of Mrs. Martha Winton, James Winton, Bud 
Lousk, Thomas Folz,and Wis Hobbs were great- 
ly dumaged. Mr. P. Reagan, residing near 
Estelle Springs, Coffee County, was blown 
some distance and injured. His chil- 
dren narrowly escaped death, being cov- 
ered with débris. Henry Mclliberan and his 
wife were injured, the latter being struck by a 
log. Tbe houses of Mrs. Catherine Smith, Mr. 
Fanning, and Frederick Stabl were destroyed. 
Rurricane Cnurch was laidin ruins. At Har- 
mony the cycione wrought much destruction. 
The dwellings of Mr. Dorsey, Mrs. Lavender, and 
Mr. Jones were wrecked and their furniture 
scattered far and wide. Mrs. Wilson and chil- 
dren had a narrow escape, two logs and a tree 
top falling upon a bed in which they were lying. 
Bird Fraley and wife barely escaped with their 
lives, being dragged from the cébris of their 
house by neighbors.

THE COMING FIGRT AGAINST MR. 
RANDALL, 

EFFORTS TO MAKE IT A PERSONAL MATTER 

‘—-A CUSTOM HOUSE ABUSE—PROPOSED 
REVENUE LAW CHANGES. 

WasHiInGtTon, Nov. iL — Overanxious 
partisans of Mr. Randall are rushing into 
Print to give the impression that the fight about 
to be made for the amendment of the House 
rules is strictly a personal attack upon the part 
of the Morrison “ free traders” leagued with the 
subsidy grabbers, the claim hunters, the * pork” 
stealers of all kinds, and the corrupt elements in 
both the Republican and the Democratic 
Parties. If Mr. Morrison favors a revision 
of the rules it will not be because he de- 
sires an opportunity to plunder the Treasury. 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, Mr. John D. Long, of Massa- 
chusetts, Mr. Warner of Ohio, Mr. Mills of Texas, 
and other men of sound reputation cannot be 
charged with improper motives in favoring a 
change that will permit the consideration of 
general legislation detached from appropriation 
bills. Mr. Hiscock, it appears, favors a change of 
the rules, and no one who knows the pleasant 
relations existing between him and Mr. Randall, 
particularly in their treatment of tariff ques- 
tions, would attribute his desire for a change to 
hostility to Mr. Randall.

The forecast of the position to be taken by 
members of the Forty-ninth Congress on the 
silver question, telegraphed to-day from Louis- 
ville, is not regarded as likely to prove true 
atter Congress has met and received the Presi- 
dent’s message and the report of Secretary Man- 
ning. It is becoming understood that the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary are not likely to occupy 
different grouni from that taken by Mr. Cleve- 
land last Spring, and that he will appeal reason- 
ably to the two houses to support his views and 
try them in practice. :

As to the effort to change the rules the Star 
says to-night that ‘*it will be pressed by the 
tariff reformers, and will be opposed by Mr. Ran- 
dalland his supporters as a design to clear the 
way for tariff legislation. About the same 
features are expected to be presented in this 
contest as in the tariff fight in the last Congress. 
Mr. Randali will oppose all attempts to change 
the present status of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, and it is expected will have the assistance 
of the Republicans kod others who stood by him 
in the former fight. The proposition to distribute 
the appropriation bills will provably be pre- 
sented to the caucus that meets to nominate a 
Speaker, and an effort will be made to bind the 
party to supportit. It is believed that should 
the motion be carried in the caucus Mr. Randall 
and his followers would withdraw and follow 
the same course they didin relation to the Mor- 
rison bill. lt is prone however, that there 
will not be enough advocates of the distribution 

lan to carry it through the House, and the anti- 
andall men will have to be satisfied with such 
restrictions as their opponents can place upon 
tne committee by requiring the bilis to be re- 
ported early and prohibiting any legislation in 
them.”

The attention of the Treasury Department has 
been directed, by correspondence, to a case of 
alleged unjust discrimination in appraisement 
which has occurred in New-York, and for 
which relief is asked by the person who has 
suffered from the action of the merchant ap- 


praiser, against whom unfair motives are al- 
jeged. Mr. L. Lenmann, an importer of glass- 
Were, was charged upon an invoice of glass- 
ware at an ad valorem rate of6 tlorins. He asked 
for a rea), praisement, which was ordered, and 
upon the reappraisement, Mr. J. M. Young 
being the merchant uppraiser, the advance ot 100 
per cent. was sustained. To this advance, which 
the importer regards as extraordinary, objection 
is made and relief is asked trom the Secretary 
of the Treasury. In a letter dated Nov. 7 Mr. 
Lehmann refers to the report that the Secretary 
has called upon the Colfector and Tor 
intormation, and which the importer under- 
stands will simply recite the facts of the im- 
portation, the advance, and the action of the 
reappraisement sustaining the advance. Mr. 
Lehmann offers to prove before an investigating 
committee some interesting facts. He offers to 
prove that his London house has purchased 
goods of the same kind imported, at the 
price invoice:, for a period of two 
years, and that at least two importers 
in New-York bought similar goods at 
similar prices, and that their goods were passed 
as invoiced, although theyarrived after those 
received by Mr. Lehmann. Further, he prom- 
ises to prove that Mr. J. M. Young, the merchant 
appraiser, who sustained the advance of 100 per 
cent., bought some of the same goods from the 
house of wnich Mr. Lehmann obtained his at the 
same price,and that his goods were passed as 
correct. Mr. Young, it is offered to prove, 
bought his goods in May and received them in 
August, and that, knowing the market 
vaiue, disregarded his official oath and 
advanced Mr. Lehmann’s goods from 38 
florins to 6 florins. Mr. Lehmann asserts that 
the examiner advanced the value of his goods 
improperly, thus injuring him 1n his business, or 
tuat, through ignorance of values, lent himself 
to an unscrupulous competitor. The attention 
ot Mr. McMullen, the appraiser, was directed to 
the documents supporting this statement, but 
Mr. Lebmunn says that he declined to take any 
steps other than to call upon the assistant ap- 
praiser for a report. ‘The asvistant appraiser 
cluims that the vaiue of the goods dropped 60 or 
70 per cent. immediately after Mr. Lehmann’s 
importstion. This assertion the injured mer- 
chant offered to disprove by the values to-day, 
which are said to be the same as they have been 
for ayear past. Hecallstor a sweeping inves- 
tization of the case. Assistant Secretary Fair- 
child says that attention will be given to the 
matter, and that information about it has al- 
ready been asked tor from New-York.

Among the well known Republicans who con- 
tinue to hold office in New-York State undera 
Democratic Administration there are several 
Internal Revenue Collectors and Postmasters— 
Collector James Armstrong at Utica, Collector 
Pierce at Rochester, and Postmaster ** Gii’’ Rob- 
ertson at Troy being among the number. Col- 
lector Smart, at Troy, was yesterday dropped 
for offensive partisanship. butit is not easy to 
ascertain whether his offense consists in being a 
Vemocrat in New-York or an allered Kepub- 
lican in the county of Rensselaer. Post- 
master Robertson, albeit one of the most 
stalwart of Conkling men, has come in for 
a pumber of flings at Democratic hards 
as being a man who is willing to be 
regarded as “loyal” to the Administration so 
Jong as be can retain bis position. Collector 
Armstrong, another stalwart and the man who 
received the celebrated dispatch at Albany from 
Mr. Conkling addressed to the “Spartan band,” 
which was “borne down by forbidden and ab- 
horrent forces,”’ was one of the stoutest Cleve- 
land men about Utica last Fall and has been heid 
up as one of those caretakers who can carry 
water on both shoulders, At Rochester the Col- 
Jector is represe:ited as being a very firm Repub- 
licau and desirous to hold on to the fat office at 
the sametime. Itis not yet settled that all of 
these gentlemen worked for Hill for Governor, as 
Collector Smurt is represented to have done, but 
there are intimations that a Democratic Ko-Ko 
wi!) soon be found to apply the snickersnee to 
their official nec <

Commissioner of Customs McCalmont, in his 
report to the Secretary of the Treasury, ailows 
Deputy H. A. Lockwood, who bas long served 
in the bureau, to make a number of sugges- 
tions for the improvementof the customs sery- 


ice, deferring, of course, to the approval of 
Secretary Manning. He suggests a change in 
the law to prevent the payment of interest on 
duties rerunded. It is claimed that suits for re- 
funds are, if not purposely delayed, uot actively 
pressed, because of the advantage arising from 
the recovery of interest, and it may be possible 
tnat this delay also leads to many liquidations of 
judgment to the prejudice of the Government. 
Another change suggested is the assignment of 
all subordinate officers of the customs, other 
than those appointed by the President, into one 
class, to be styled customs Officers, with power 
to the Collector or chief customs officers to de- 
tail any customs officer under him to any duty 
in his district. ‘This, it is believed, would en- 
able a Coilector to use his force more efficiently, 
do away with many questions now coming be- 
fore the Collector as to the employment of one 
officer to perform the duties of another, and 
make the chief officer responsible for the 
efficiency of his force. A modification of 
the law, so as to give the Secretary of 
the Treasury power to fix the compensation of 
all such customs officers, would simplify the 
question and not be against the policy of the 
law. A third charge recommended isa fixed 
amount of compensation for the principal cus- 
toms Officers, now puid 1n five ways: By salary; 
by salary and fees: by salary, fees, ana, 20mmis- 
sions; by fees and commissions,and by fees 
only. One objection to payment in fees is the 
tendency to the exaction of illegal fees. An- 
other is that the money taken for fees does not 
appear in the receipts and expenditures of the 
Treasury, exceptin the emolument statement. 
The expenses of collecting the revenue are of 
necessity more, by the amount of fees retained 
for commissions, than is shown by the appro- 
priation ledger. Another serious objection is 
that payment by commissions causes deluy in 
the settlement of accounts. Section 305 0f the 


Revised Statutes does not allow credit to be 





given a person depositing money in the Treas- 
ury until a covering warrant shall have been 
issued. The compensation of many Collectors 
being paid by commussions on collections, it fol- 
Jows that the Collectors’ accounts must be ad- 
justed before the expense and emolument ac- 
counts can be taken up. 





REWARDING THE WORKERS. 


ALTON B. PARKER GETS A SUPREME COURT 
JUSTICESHIP—OTHER APPOINTMENTS. 

ALBANY, Nov. 11.—The work of reward- 
ing the faithful Democrats and carrying out 
the deals made in the late campaign has begun. 
To-day Gov. Hill appointed Surrogate Alton B. 
Parker, of Kingston, Justice of the Supreme 
Court, to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Judge Westbrook. 

Mr. Parker is the Chairman of the present 
Democratic State Executive Committee, and it 
is generally understood that his promotion isa 
reward for his services in successfully managing 
the Democratic machine this Fall. He will hold 


Cflice until Dec. 31, 1886, a Justice for a full term 
of 14 years being elected next November. The 
appoirctment, however, insures Justice Parker 
the nomination of his party, and as the judicial 
district is surely Democratic there can be little 
doubt that he will occupy for 14 years the posi- 
tion on the Bench so long filled by Justice West- 
brook. Heis probably the youngest man ever 
elevated to the Supreme Court bench, being 
36 years old. 

Gov. Hill bas not much other patronage to 
distribute at present, but some places will be 
at his disposal after New Year’s. There are 
rumors that material changes will be made in 
his staff. When he succeeded Gov. Cleveland 
Mr. Hill retained all the staff of his predecessor. 
As these are the Governor's personal appoint- 
ments, it is considered very likely that be will 
desire to have associated with him during the 
next three years men who are more congenial 
than some of the present staff. If Gen. Farns- 
worth should be appointed Marshal of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or for any other reason should 
not serve another term as Adjutant-General, 
there is some talk that Gen. Austin ng of 
Elmira, may be given the appointment. Cols. 
W.R. Cassidy, Robert Townsend, and 8. J. Til- 
den, Jr., will doubtless be retained. The chances 
of the others are uncertain. 

State Treasurer-elect Fitzgerald has selected 
Elliott Danforth, of Bainbridge, for Deputy, in 
accordance with a deal arranged at Saratoga, 
by which Danforth was to withdraw asa candi- 
date for Treasurer and receive the Deputyship 
if Fitzgerald won. Major Wilks will be asked 
to take his old position as receiving clerk, and 
Messrs. Backus, Hackney, and Booth, through 
the efforts of State Treasurer Maxwell, will be 
retained in their present places. 

Jones of Binghamton is. reported to have 
chosen Ira H. Wales, a reporter on the Albany 
Argus, as his private secretary. 

Secretary of State-elect Cook, it is reported, 
intends to make a cJean sweep of the Deputy, 
chief clerk, nine clerks, and messenger in that 
department, and he is now making up his slate 
with the assistance of the Hon. George Ruines. 
The Deputy is to be chosen from Rochester, with 
the chances in favor of James H. Schooley, at 
present in the Treasurer’s olhce. 

It is understood that Controller Chapin, At- 
torney-Gereral O’Brien, and State Engineer 
Sweet will make no changes in their depart- 
ments, 

Gen. James O’Byrne, who served as reading 
clerk in Congress several terms, has written a 
letter to Gen. Carr, in which he announces that 
he is a candidate for Clerk ot the Senate as 
against John W. Vrooman. He intends coming 
to Albany in a few days to begin his canvass. 





ON THE FIELD OF HONOR. 


TWO MEXICAN GENTLEMEN FIGHT AND ONE 
IS WOUNDED, 

MatTAmorAs, Mexico, Nov. 11.—It leaked 
out here to-day that two very prominent Mex- 
ican citizens had meton the field of honor last 
evening, on the American side of the Rio 
Grande, about five miles above Brownsville. 
The principais were Major-Gen. Martinez, of the 
regular army, *nd Don Antonio Caceres, one of 
the wealthiest and most aristocratic citizens in 
the State of Tamaulipas. It is impossible to as- 


certain the cause of the meeting or many facts 
connected with the affair. The story goes that 


‘thetwo distinguished gentlemen, accompanied 


by their seconds and surgeons, crossed the river 
some miles trom this city, about 3 o’clock yester- 
vay aft rnoon,and met ina grove on the very 
eage of the Rio Grande. The weapons were long 
range sixteen-repeating Winchester rifles. One 
report says the distance was only 80 paces, but 
another rumor suys the men stood 60 paces 
apart. Sefior Caceres was wounded inthe leg on 
first fire, Gen. Martinez escaping untouched. 
The wounded leg was bandaged, and Caceres de- 
manded a second shot, but when bis second 
raised him up it was found he could not etand 
on his limb. Upon discovering the seriousness 
of the wound Gen. Martinez declared he was 
satisfied, and the participants withdrew. Intense 
excitement prevailed here when the rumor got 
abroad that Caceres was wounded. He is the 
pink of aristocracy and very popular. Gen. 
Martinez was on the street to-day, and denied 
any knowledge of aduel. It is said the authori- 
ties have taken steps to bring the principals be- 
fore the court, and both will be arrested as soon 
as Caceres makes his appearance,

NEw-ORLEANS, Wov. 11.—The retusal of 
the Board of Pardons on Monday to recommend 
commutations of the sentence of Pat Ford and 
Jovn Murphy left the Governor powerless to 
exercise his tou often misused prerogative of 
executive clemency, and threw back upon the 
guilty men the solemn fact, for the first time 


made so earnest to them, that only a few hours 
stood between them and the gallows. They 
bad ever before abandoned hope of eluding by 
politica) influence the noose of the bangman, 
and now realized for the first time that they 
had failed to care for the satety of their 
fouls and make their peace with God. Out 
a: regard, therefore, to the moral 
and revvious necessities of the condemned 
men, us Well as to gain time in which to make 
another appeal to the Board of Pardons, a peti- 
tion was filed with the Governor to-day, just on 
the point of his departure for Baton Rouge, 
urging a respite. The Governor indorsed the 
application, ordering a delay of 30 days iu var- 
rying into execution the death warrants he bad 
previously issued. It comes with a degree of 
reliability from the Board of Pardons that their 
action in refusing to interfere is final. If this is 
the case, and the Governor does not issue further 
instructions in the matter, the condemned men, 
Ford and Murphy, will be hanged in the parish 
prison of New-Orleans between 12 and 2 o’clock 
on Sunday, Dec. 13 next.

THEY’ VE KILLED THE GOOSE 


WHERE NOW WILL “THE BOYS” 
GET GOLDEN EGGS? 

SOME REFLECTIONS UPON THEIR RECENT 
TREACHEROUS TREATMENT OF REPUB- 
LICAN CANDIDATES, 

The margin between Mr. Jacobus’s vote 
and that of Grant is so slight that it gives espe- 
cial emphasis to the charge of Republican 
treachery. Save in a small number of dis- 
tricts, the returns, if they show anything, 
show that Republicans made a deal with 
Tammany which cost Jacobus anywhere 
from 6,000 to 10,000 votes. Had the dis- 
trict leaders, and their intimates as well, 
worked faithfully, Jacobus must have re- 
ceived about the same number of votes as Daven- 
port, which would have insured hiselection. An 
enormous amount of money was spent by Grant 
and his friends. Knowing the instincts of some 
of the Republican workers, it is a fair infer- 
ence that they were rewarded for their labors 
with hard money. In some other cases, 
the nature of the consideration will be 
understood when Sheriff Grant appoints 
his deputies and distributes his patronage. Spot 
cash politics his cost the party many hundreds 
of votes this Fall. The evil may be lessened, 
even if it is not entirely abated, by a reorgani- 
zation of district associations. Expianations ap- 
pear to be inorder. The residents of the brown- 
stone districts who contribute to the expenses 
of party management in thiscounty may be par- 
doned if they insist that the County Committee 
shall take an account of stock, fix the responsi- 
bility for treachery where it belongs, and pass 
judgment upon the gentlemen who run their 
bailiwicks in the name of the Republican Party, 
but against the party’s candidates. The silk- 
stocking who has political ambitions will share 
the same fate as Jacobus so long as some of the 
present district leaders are allowed to remain 
undisturbed. 

Several cases can be cited of business men and 
club members who have already notified the 
collectors of campaign funds that they must be 
stricken from the list of annual contributors; 
that they will subscribe no more money to be ex- 
pended by the irresponsible gentlemen who have 
hitherto managed the party’s district affairs. 
An evidence of the waning faith in Paymaster 
O’Brien would seem to be furnished in the action 
of the executive officers of the County Commit- 
tee this year. Heretofore funds for the neces- 
sary district expenses have been handed 
to Mr. O’Brien. This year greater for- 
mality was employed. The Treasurers of 
the 24 district associations were paid 
each district’s portion and they receipted 
therefor to the Treasurer of the County Com- 
mittee, Col. S. V. R.Cruger. The average al- 
lowance for election districts was $20. In some 
instances the figure was higher. This was a 
smaller amount than has been allotted of recent 
years. It was much less than last year’s, and 
probably considerably more than will be fur- 
nished next year, when an important Mayoralty 
contest will occur. The boys no longer have 
Federal assessments to help them out. The 
Union Leaguers show signs of restive- 
ness under the imputation that they keep 
a keg to be tapped annually by the dis- 
trict leaders. Tne wealthy Republican who 
aspires to honorable political promotion 
has been bled till he no longer enjoys the priv- 
ilege of running for office. His eyes have been 
epened and his pocketbook is closed. By their 
treachery to this class of candidates, the boys 
have killed the goose that has supplied them 
golden eggs of late. Burglary is no longer a 
profitable employment in this town, and even the 
picking of pockets has its drawbacks. What now 
will some of these gentlemen do to sustain them- 
selves? Messrs. Biglin and O’Brien will be com- 
pelled to tap their own tills, andif they will re- 
arrange their habits and consult prudence they 
will doubtless be able to live very comfort- 
ably off their store. But ail the boys are 
not so well off, and theirs must be 
a harder lot. But so long as the Depart- 
ment of Charities and Correction exists, they 
ought to have no great difficulty 1n establishing 
connections that will yield them shelter and oc- 
casional plum duff, though some persons will 
doubtless be found who will declare that even 
these are better than the boys deserve. 

How did the boys sell the Republican county 
ticket out? Thisis perhaps as much of a poser 
as that other question; What became of that 
special fund that was placed in John J. O’Brien’s 
hands the night before election last Fall? Mr. 
O’Brien declined to answer it, just as 
the other boys will evade the question 
now put to them. It is one of the 
secrets of that memorable campaign that Jay 
Gould gambled on Mr. Blaine’s election and 
John J. O'Brien was the stakeholder. The 
trifling sum of $50,000 was lodged in his hands 
the night before the day of election. To that 
other humiliation of Mr. Gould's of having a 
mob howling in front of his residence ‘* We’il 
hang Jay Gould to a sour apple tres”* was 
added the loss of that $50,000. Mr. Blaine 
was not elected, and Mr. Gould wasa magnifi- 
cent loser. The eminent financier was so much 
erieved at discovering that there were as big 


rogues as himself in this world that he took 
down his law books and searched them through 
to ascertain how he could fasten a crime 
upon Mr. O’Brien. But he found nothing that 
would satisfy his cravings for vengeance. 
Members of the Executive Committee of the 
Republican County Committee knew of the ex- 
istence of “ aspecial fund” aud they demanded 
of Mr. O’Brien some knowledge of its distribu- 
tion. Mr. O’brien calmly declined to furnish a 
bili of particulars. Itissaid to be a fact that 
Mr. O’Brien never hears Jay Gould’s name 
mentioned without letting his features relax 
into a smile. As for the name of John J. 
O’Brien, it is never referred to by Jay Gould. In 
fact if he could have his way he doubtless would 
bind Mr. O’Brien hand and foot and cast him 
into a coal hole, there to remain for an unending 
term of years. 

There are, however, indications of the man- 
ner in which the treachery may have occurred. 
In many of the districts Democratic ballots 
were handed outof the Republican booths by 
Hepublican workers, In certain cases, some of 
them occurring in the Fourteenth District, 
Republican ballots were not mailed to resis- 
tered voters. These Jatter went to the polls 
only to discover that the ballots furnished by 
the Republican workers were not what they 
ought to have been. That there was 
fraud in the bunching of ballots must be 
believed, for this is one of the com- 
monest frauds. practiced in the districts’ 
where the boys have full control of the officers 
of the district associations. For gentlemen who 
have brought the practice of politics down to 
the very finest point it would not be a difficult 
matter to guarantee a certain number of votes 
for a particular candidate in each election 
district. It can readily be understood how 
this could be done by referring to the 
district machinery. Hach leader of an 
Assembly district bas the distribution of the 
bags of ballots and the money to be paid the 
workers. in each election district he sta- 
tions a confidential man, known as his 
** captain,” who supervises operations about 
his polling place on the day of election. 
The average number of election districts 
to an Assembly district is 29, so that a force of 
29 captains is on duty with the ballots, Each 
captain has from three to six * workers” for as- 
sistants. They man the- booths, hand out the 
ballots, talk politics, gull the ignorant voters, 
and cut and gouge to whatever extent they are 
instructed by their captains. Suppose the captain 
and each of his workers were under orders from 
the district leader to cast his vote tor Grant in- 
stead of Jacobus, and to secure each one or two 
votes from among his Republican friends to 
be cast the same way. Something like 300 or 400 
votes could thus be transferred from Jacobus 
to Grant with comparative ease and without the 
general’ public being admitted into the se- 
cret. Suppose this course should be followed 
in the dozen or more districts in wbich the boys 
have whole or partial control? It would not be 
a difficult matter to thus divert 3,000 or 4,000 or 
even 6,000 votes from a particular candidate in 
the city at laree. Contracts of this very kind 
have veen signed and executed by the boys in 
previous years. It looks very much as if some- 
thing of the sort had been done this year.

The districts which O’Brien either controls in- 
directly or in which he nas infiuesce cover nearly, 


if not quite, two-thirds ofthe whole city. In 
some of them the officers of the district asso- 
ciations and the leaders themselves are 
mere dummies. He _ practicall controls 
the First, Second, Fourth Fifth Eighth, 
Twelfth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, and Eighteenth. 
He has a mischievous influence in the Fifteenth, 
Nineteenth, Twenty-third, and Twenty-fourth 
Districts, besides a_ tentative grip on other dis- 
tricts like the Third, for instance, where Charles 
N. Taintor has for a number of years had a run- 
ning fight with O’Brien’s man, Tom Geary. 

Under all these circumstances the figures on 
the vote for Sheriff become invested with addi- 
tional interest. They furnish suggestions of an 
unpleasant nature, to say the least. 

The enrolled strength of the district associa- 
tions, the loss suffered by Jacobus by com- 
parison with the vote cast for Davenport in 
each of the % districts, and the number of elec. 
tion districts in each Assembly district are 
shown by the appended table:

For the benetit of the gentleman who invaria- 
bly draws “an inference” when no direct charge 
1s made, it ought perhaps tobe stated that the 
mere publication of this table of membership or 
the publication of the names of officers of dis- 
trict associations anda of representatives in the 
County Committee’s Executive Committee, does 
not criminate every member of the district as- 
sociations. A great many persons are studying 
election returns in search of accurate informa- 
tion, and statistics of this kind will doubtless be 
as warmly welcomed by the student as rain by 
the parched earth after a drought, or a long lost 
umbrella by a philosopher who must face a 
drenching shower. 

An anaiysis of the returns from the Twenty- 
first Assembiy District will go some way to- 
ward relieving Mr. Jacob Hess of the odium of 
having completely betrayed the party in the 
district of which he is the nominal Republican 
leader. The result fixes upon Henry L. Sayles 
a large share of the responsibility for the 
reduced vote for the Republican county ticket. 
Saylesis the scamp whom Mr. Hess’s district 
machine nominated and elected Alderman 
two years ago. His nomination again this 
year has deservedly resulted in his defeat 
and the election of a Democrat. Mr, 
Sayles was buried, but the evil he did 
can be seen in an examination of the returns 
from the First, Third, Eighth, Thirteenth, and 
Fourteenth Election Districts, all of which are 
in the southwestern corner of the district, with 
oneexception bordering upon Seventh-avenue, 
a corner in which such a deal as Sayles 
iscapable of making could be carried out. In 
these districts alone Sayles has 229 more votes 
than Jacobus and 143 more than Davenport. Cu- 
riously enough, Hill receives in these same dis- 
tricts 124 more votes tnan Sayles’s Democratic 
opponent, Eugene M. Earle. 

It has bere been stated that a large amount of 
money was used to secure Grant’s election. 
Where the money came from,or what Repub- 
lican workers received a ‘**divvy,”’ cannot be 
said just yet. Tammany not only had plenty 
of money, but it had a surplus when the election 
ended. Treasurer Gorman told the braves in 
the wigwam on Tuesday of this week, ** All the 
expenses of theelection have been paid anda 
neat balance is left in the treasury.” 





THE OUTLAW PYLE ARRESTED, 


CAPTURED AFTER A SHARP FIGHT IN THE 
woopbs, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 11.—The United 
States authorities are quite successful in their 
campaign against the violators of revenue laws. 
Within the past few days several seizures of 
whisky and brandy have been made, and to-day 
news was received here of the capture, aftera 
desperate resistance, of Riley Pyie, who has for 


16 months evaded arrest for killing United States 
Commissioner McDonald, in Pickett County, 
while McDonald, with Deputy United States 
Marshal Phillips, was endeavoring to capture 
him at an ullicit distillery. It has been known 
tor months that Pyle was living in the mount- 
ains near his home, but as no one would reveal 
his whereabouts the revenue forces were unable 
to locate him. Jt was recently learned that he 
was near the Kentucky line, and a posse found 
him, after a perilous journey through the 
woods. Pyle refused to surrender, and a pitched 
battle was fougbt, in which Riley Pyle was 
shot in the leg, William Pyle, his brother, ana 
Tnomes Kidwell being dangerously hurt. Pyle 
at last gave up, and medical attention was given 
the trio. Riley Pyle will be arraigned for ob- 
structing Commissioner McDonald in the dis- 
charge of his duty, the Federal courts not hav- 
ing jurisdiction in murder cases. He will doubt- 
less be given a term in the Chester (lll.) prison.

A MURDER RECALLED. 

SUSQUEHANNA, Penn., Nov. 11. — Mrs. 
Elizabeth Sands, aged 85 years, died in Jackson, 
this county,a few Gays ago. She was widely 
known in this part of the State from having 
made the rope with which the first murderer 
ever convicted in Susquehanna County was 
hanged. One night in May, 1824, Jason Tread- 
well, a member of a leading family of the 
county, lay in wait along the road between this 
village—then Harmony—and Lanesborouxh, a 
mile below, to murder and rob John Comfort, a 
rich lumberman, who Treadwell knew was to 
pass along the road that night with a large sum 
ot money in his possession. It happened that 
Olwin Harper, a well known citizen, came along 
the road, and Treadwell killed tim in mistake 
for Comfort. ‘The murderer was arrested. He 
was convicted, and subsequently confessed his 
crime. He was sentenced to be hanged on Janu- 
ary 18, 1825. Samuel Gregory was the Sheriff. 
Mrs, Sands lived in his family. She spun the 
flax and mace the rope with which Treadweil 
was hanged. The rope isstill preserved in the 
county.

THE CASE OF RIEL, 

WHY THE REBEL’S FRIENDS CLING TO HOPE) 
—POLITICAL ASPECTS OF THE CaSE— 
THE QUESTION OF RIEL’S SANITY, 

MONTREAL, Nov. 11.—A rumor was cur 
rent here this morning that a general amnesty 
would be proclaimed shortly and Riel and his 
confréres be liberated. Wild as it was the report 
was readily believed by the French Canadians, 
who stated confidently that the Government 
had this in view when they respited Riel. A 
prominent French Canadian said to Tae Times’g 
correspondent this afternoon: “I cannot believa 
that Riel will be hanged. The Government 
would not play with him asacat does with a 
mouse if it were decided that he was to 
die. Raising false hopes simply for the 
Pleasure of crushing them would be 
the very refinement of torture, and I 
cannot think Sir John would be capable of it.’ 
These hopes were dashed to the ground when a 
French Conservative paper announced that the 
death warrant was already on the way to Re- 
gina. Though he has yet received no advice 
from Ottawa, Mr. Lemieux, Riel’s counsel, con- 
tinues to be of the opinion that a medical com 
mission will be granted and that Riel will not be 
hanged on Monday next. He says the Govern- 
ment formally promised to take his petition inta 
consideration, and until he is notified that they 
have done so and rejected it he will not lose hope 
for his client. He ridicules the idea of a com- 
mission having been appointed secretly and 
without his knowledge, as he has witnesses ta 
examine to prove his client’s insanity, and, more< 
over, a body so appointed would not satisfy 
public opinion, ; 

A prominent Liberal politician here predicts 
that the following wiil be the course of events 
in Riel’s case: “* For the next three or four days 
the farce of parading before the public Sir 
Hector Langevin’s and Mr. Chapleau’s probable 
resignations will be kept up in order that Sir 
John Macdonald may in the interval use it, 
together with the party’s prospective loss o 
power in consequence, to force the Orangemen 
to agree to acommission. A commission will te * 
appointed at the last moment, with instructions 
to delay their report until the eve of the session, 
and when Parliament meets Sir John will find 
means to shift the responsibility of the whole 
affair upon its shoulders by putting some Lowez 
Canadian up to propose an amnesty or some~ 
thing else of that kind, thus compelling the 
Ontario members to define their positions ane 
share in the responsibility for whatever may be 
decided.” 

A Regina special says: ‘*The commission sent 
from the East examined Riel as to his sanity or 
Saturday. The commission was composed of 
Mr. Michael Lavelle, Warden of Kingston Penix 
tentiary. and Dr. Valee, Superintendent of Beau< 
port Asylum. They cailed upon the prisoner 
on Saturday, after Riel nad realig been put 
on his guard by the mounted police, ana, re- 
fusing admission to Father André to visit him, 
Riel again took up the role of prophet and 
once more calied himself Jesus Christ, and, in 
the fresence of the doctors, said thatif he was 
hanged he would at the end of the ti.ird day rise 
again. Hethen began to rename geographical 
points, calling the Mediterranean * Marée Dolo~ 
rissima,’ the north pole * Vitagranda,’ and the 
south pole * Mcereus,’ and this he professed ta 
do by orders. from One on hin.” It 
is said Dr. Lavelle was satisfied that 
he was simply acting, and was .as sane 
as any other person. He has made his will, 
and that, with many other papers, is deposited 
with a triend for safe keeping. ‘The document is 
a long one, but is much more of a political 
brochure than anything else. He has also writ- 
ten a long letter to the Clerk of the Northwest 
Council, Mr. V. E. Foggett, in whico he states at 
length the grievances of the half breeds and In- 
dians. A reporter was permitted to see Kiel to« 
day in his cell, but was not allowed to speak 
with him. He looks well and hearty, and when 
he saw a stranger passing by his dvor he gavea 
sharp giance anda friendly nod. At that time 
he was eating dinner, and he seemed to be enjoy- 
ing itasthough at liberty. He is a good eater, 
but is said to hardly sleep at all. The guard who 
stands outside of his cell door day and night sees 
him pacing the floor at a!) hours. 

At the Conservative bunquet to Sir Adolphe 
Caron and the Hon. Thomas White last night at 
Winnipeg, Sir Adolphe Caron, in his speech, de- 
clared that he had no sympathy with traitors, 
and said that justice would be done. Mr. White 
held Riel up to execration. Their expressiond 
were received with great manifestations of de-« 
light. 

Mr. Coursol was in Ottawa to-day interview- 
ing the Government on behalf of Riel. He saw 
Sir John Macdonald, Sir Hector Langevin, and 
most of the other Ministers, and endeavored 
to secure from them some assurance that Riel’s 
sentence would be commuted. Although Mr. 
Coursol refused to repeat what had been told 
to him, he said that, asa result of his inquiries, 
he bad very slight hopes of Riel escaping the 
gallows. It isbelieved that all the Ministers be 
spoke toinformed him the law must take its. 
course, Mr. Coursol seemed very mucia dee 
pressed at the result of his interview. 


THE RAILROADS GET OFF VERY EASILY; 

TreNtTON, Nov, 11.—The arguments ix 
the railroad tax cases in the Supreme Court 
were continued to-day. Barker Grummere, whe 
is associated with the Attorney-General in be« 
half of the State, occupied the day with his ad. 
dress. He held that the iaw under which the 


railroad companies were taxed is constitutional 
and, in his opinion, the railroads were getting 
off very easily under it. Their personal prop. 
erty in this State, he said, was worth $50,000,000, 
but they have to pay only ona half million dol. 
lars’ worth. He defined the value of a fran- 
chise asthe difference between the cost of the 
tangible property of a railroad and its market 
value. He held that all the franchises bad been 
undervalued by the State Bourd of Assessors to 
the needless injury of the State. Ex-Secretary 
Robeson wil! make hi#argument for the Central 
Railroad to-morrcw. 











RAILROAD CROSSINGS AT NEWBURG. 

Werewsure, Noy. 11.—When consent of 
the Common Council was given to run the West 
Shore Road through this city in 1883 it was ex- 
pressly stipulated that the streets crossed were 
to be kept in good condition at the crossings of 


the road, and the company furnished a bond iu 
the sum of $30,000 for the faithtul performance 
of this and other work, Gen. Winslow among 
others being on the bond.

DYING MAN ASKED TO BURN. 1T-—TORN 
UP BUT PASTED TOGETHER. 
Frederick G. Dale, a young man of 25 


years, who was known as Secretary of the 
British and Foreign Marine Insurance Com- 
pany, died on April 13 in the Gramercy apart- 
ment house. He left a will which has given 
rise to a contest in the Surrogate’s Court, and 
which is as follows:

The value of the estate is estimated at $75,000. 
The will was written in a fair, legiple hand, as 
were also the signatures. Four years before the 


date of the instrument Mr. Dale, who was a rel- 
ative of the late John G. Dale, agent of the In- 
man Line Steamship Company, made the ac- 
quaintance of Miss Olga de Battari and Mr. 
Alexandre de Battari. The two soon became 
friends of young Mr. Dale, and they lived for a 
long time at the same boarding house. With his 
stepmother, Mrs. Eugenie Dale, the young man 
was not on terms of intimacy, but when he was 
taken sick he went to live with her and his sis- 
ter, Miss Mary Dale, or Minnie, as they called 
her, in the Gramercy Park apartment house. 

Mr. Dale died _ on Monday and was buried on 
the following Wacasneey, and shortly after the 
Executor, Mr. George H. Janeway, proceeded 
with the witnesses to the Surrogate’s office and 
their testimony was taken before Probate Clerk 
Beckett, who, when questioning the witnesses, 
discovered that they had signed the document, 
not knowing that it was a will. He also per- 
ceived that there was no attestation clause. He 
therefore refused to admit the will to probate, 
and a decree to that effect was ordered by the

Surrogate. During this time Mr. Alexandre 
de Battari, who is connected with the 
office in this city of the Remington 
Arms Manufacturing Company, was in 


Europe. In St. Petersburg he learned that his 
friend Dale was dead, and that he benefited to 
asmallextent under the will, while Miss Olga 
benefited considerably. In Rome he learned 
that the will had been thrown out. On arriving 
in this city he hunted up Lawyer Van Taube, 
and asked him if it were possible to have the de- 
cree opened. Proceedings with this object in 
view were instituted,and yesterday Mr. John R. 
Dos Passos told the Surrogate what he intended 
to prove, namely,a conspiracy on the part of 
Daile’s relatives to deprive the de Battaris of the 
money due them, according to the wishes of Mr. 
Frederick G. Dale. 

On the day of Mr. Dale’s death, according to 
counsel’s statement, Miss Minnie Dale was pres- 
ent at his bedside, as well as the stepmother, 
Mrs. Eugenie Dale, On the bed lay in an un- 
conscious condition the dying man. The sister 
held alighted candle in her right hand and in 
the left the will that has caused the contention. 
Then, it is claimed, she tried to place the candle 
In the sick man’s hand to get him to burn the 
will. He was unable to do so, even had such 
been his desire, and the girl was led away. Then, 
in despair, she took the paper and tore it in 
strips. A lawyer who was present picked them 
up. They were pasted together, and yesterday 
the will lay before the Surrogate. The lawyer 
had given it to the Executor ina desire to see 
justice done, it was claimed. 

This action on the part of the sister, Mr. Dos 
Passos said, showed ciearly the beginning of the 
conspiracy to obtain possession of Dale’s money. 
This part of it had failed, and he now ciaimed 
that the relatives suffering under the will had 
attempted to prove it valueless by obtaining the 
statement from the witnesses to the will that 
they had not known what document they were 
pizgning when it was presented tothem. There 
was no attesting clause to the will, and the at- 
bempt to prove a will under the circumstances 
isa novel one. Mr. Dos Passos claimed that the 
witnesses should be considered in the same light 
as dead as regards their connection with the 
will, and that the handwriting should be re- 
reived as evidence to prove the will as Mr. Dale's. 
Say seme was made to receiving the testimony 
by Messrs. Thomson and Foster, lawyers for the 
relatives of Mr. Dale, and the Surrogate allowed 
them to state their views in writing on the sub- 


ject. 
Samuel B, Weir, who with Edward Fesser 


signed the will, was the first witness yesterday, 
Both are young men, clerks in the office of the 
British and Foreign Marine Insurance Company, 
No. 65 Wall-street. On one day in July, 1884, the 
witness said Dale had come into the office, and, 
coming up to his desk, laid down before him a 
paper which was folded so that Dale’s signature 
was in sight. There was room for two more 
names. Dale then asked the witness to sien the 
document, which he did, He said: “Sam, you 
know that to be my signature,do you not?” 
and the witness replied that he did. e jokingly 
asked Dale what was in the paper, but the latter 
went off as if indignant and said, “ You needn’t 
Bign if you do not want to.” 

The witness followed him over to his desk ana 
said he was only joking and would sign the 
paper, which he did. He did not see Edward 

esser sign the paper, nor had he any idea that 
it wasa,will. He knew Mr. Dale had consider- 
able property and was not surprised to be asked 
to sign the paper, though he had never done 
such a thing for his friend before. Mr. Weir 
testified as to subsequent conversations with 
Fesser on the subject. Oneof these conversa- 
tions was shortly after the death of Mr. Dale, 
when the witness learned that he had signed a 
will, He asked Fesser then what he kpew of 
the document and the !atter replied that it was 
a family matter and a private one. His impres- 
sion was that Fesser knew something about the 
will. Hedid not say he had heard it read. 

Mr. Dos Passos then said hé would show that 
Fesser had acknowledged that he knew it was a 
‘will he had signed; also that Fesser, who bene- 
fited to the amount of $1,000 under the will, 
had been told by relatives that if the will was 
not admitted to probate he should receive the 
amount of his legacy. Mr. Thomson objected 
tothe dragging of so muth scandal into the 
court by counsel, and moved to strike this out, 
that the record should not belumbered with it. 
The Surrogate said it should go on the record at 
the present stage of proceedings as an answer 
to the Surrogate’s question as to what the 
counsel was intending to prove. 

Dr. Beverl obinson was then called to_the 
stanc The doctor attended Frederick Dale 
trom Feb. 28, 1885, to the date of his death, April 
13. Dr. Robinson said he had no conversation 
with Mr. Dale about the latter’s estate. 

“Did you ask Mr. Dale on the day of his 
death whether he desired to make any change in 
his willor see a clergyman ?’’ the witness was 
asked. 

Mr. Thomson objected, and further testimony 
by the witness was adjourned. Mr. Frank G. 
Faxon, an old friend ot the testator, apd who 
had attended him closely during his jast illness, 
was then called. Mr. Faxon lived at No. 
Gramercy Park. He spoke of the proceedings 
at the bed of his friend. Hé was not present 
when Mr. Dale died, though he had left only a 
few moments before. While at dinner, Fesser 
had come in and told him of Dale’s death. On the

All plans of reorganization so far havé 
merely asked the ‘junior security hold- 
ers and shareholders to come forward 
and contribute money without showing 
that they will receive any adequate return 
therefor. In regard to Mr. Vanderbilt's attitude 
in the matterI have no knowledge and would 
not make it public if I had. I have not the 
slightest doubt that the $20,000,000 can be raised 
if the matter is shown in its proper light. 

In regard to Drexel & Co.'s denial that they 
received atthe rate of 18 per cent. per annum 
interest, I can only say that I stated the truth 
over my signature, and if they will deny over 
their own signatures that they received that 
rate of interest I will furnish the proofs. They 
losned money to the Reading Railroad Com- 
pany and charged them #% per cent. fer annum 
interest and 1 per cent. commission. The money 
was paid them in four months, and they col- 
lected the interest fora year. That is the sub- 
stance of the matter.” 

It was rumored on the Street that several very 
large stockholders, including E. night, had 
concluded to support Mr. Gowen, and that Mr. 
Knight would head the list of candidates for 
the Board of Managers. 


THE TRUNK LINE POOL. 


The trunk line Executive Committee, 
ata meeting on Tuesday, disposed of the long 
vexed question as tothe position of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company in the new 
passenger pool, by unanimously voting to admit 
it on the same basis as the other roads. The 
Pennsylvania Road also withdrew its opposition 


to the entrance of its competitor into New-York 
and restored to it the privilege of running its 
trains over the Pennsylvania tracks between 
Philadelphia and New-York. By this action all 
the pending uncertainty as to the recent nego- 
tiations among the trunk lines has been re- 
moved. The way is now open for a readjustment 
of the percentages to be accorded to each of 
the roads entering upon the new contract, 
Following this action the Commissioner yes- 
terday ordered an advance in rates both from 
New-York to Chicago and from Chicago to 
v West-bound rates from and after 
Nov. 18 were ordered advanced as follows: First 
class, from 60 to 75 cents; second class, from 45 
to 60 cents; third class,from 30 to 45 cents; 
fourth class, from 25 to 35 cents; fifth class, 
from 15 to 25 cents. The new east-bound tariff 
will go into effect Nov. 23. The advance ranges 
as follows: Grain, from 20 to 25 cents; pro- 
visions, from 25 to 30 cents. All these advances 
are made upon the conditions of the new con- 
tract recently agreed to, and their maintenance 
will indicate very clearly the intentions of the 
various roads to uphold the contract.

PART OF THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


Sr. Pauzr, Nov. 11.—For several days 
past various rumors have been current regard- 
ing the future of the James River Valley Road, 
now building between Jamestown and Lamoure, 
Dakota. A dispatch from Fargo yesterday 


stated that the Milwaukee and St. Paul had 
madeabidfor the road and would probably 
secure it. This is not true. It was to-day offi- 
cially stated that the new road will ultimately 
be operated as a branch of the Northern Pacific. 
Whether it will be owned or simply leased by 
that company is not announced. The Fargo 
rumor is probably an outcome of the recent 
trip made by the Milwaukee and St. Paul offi- 
cials through that part of the country. _ This 
trip was made by these officials to familiarize 
themselves with the topography of this sec- 
tion of the Territory, a proposition havine been 
madethem to extend the Hastings and Dakota 
Division from Ellendale toa connection with 
the new road at Lamoure or somewhere in that 
vicinity. The Milwaukee and St. Paul now has 
the matter under consideration, and it isthought 
likely that such a line will ultimately be built.

THEY TAKE ACTION WHICH IS UNSATIS- 
FACTORY AND INCONCLYBIVE. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Noy. 11.—The Com- 
mittee of Arbitration appointed to settle’ the 
differences between the Knights of Labor and 
the Mallofy Steamship Company concluded its 
labors this evening by adopting, upon motion 
of Julius Runge, of the Citizéns’ Committee, the 
following preamble and resolution: 


Whereas, It is the sense of the Committee of Arbi- 
tration that in the employment of labor there should 
be no discrimination against any one on account of 
race. color, or organization, as is maintained by the 
Knights of Labor and recognized by Capt. Sawyer in 
his letter of this date; therefore, ‘ 

Resolved, That in consideration of the fact that the 
strike originated in consequence of mutual misun- 
derstandings, we recommend and request Capt. Saw- 
yer, agent of the Mallory Company, that whenever he 
needs labor in addition tothe numberof menon his 
pay roll this day, that he give the preference to the men 
who were at work on the wharf at the time of the strike 


on Oct, 15. 

This resolution was passed by a vote of 8 to 2. 
Messrs. Moody and Miller, of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, voting against its adoption. It 
will be observed that the language 
of the resolution is merely recommend- 
atory and not in any sense mandatory 
upon the Mallory Company. The result is un- 
satisfactory to all, and is looked upon as merely 
an excuse on the part of the Arbi- 
tration Committee to enable it to dispand 
and thereby = get ma 6 6GOr°lCO CA job. 
They must make some report to the waiting 
oublic, so they adopt this watery resolution. 
zeading members of the Knights of Labor 
claim the result of the arbitration as 
a victory for the Knights. They claim 
that the journal of the arbitration court 
shows that the Mallorvs are bound by 
the Citizens’ Committee to employ the ‘late 
white strikers whenever they desire to 
increase their present force or supply 
vacancies. In other words, no colored men are 
to discharged by the Mallory Company, 
but each side is furnished with a pay- 
roll of the present laborers and of 
the striking white longshoremen on 
Oct, 15,80 that whenever Mallory’s agent wants 
anew man he must take him from that old pay 
roll, and by this means the Knights claim 
they will again have possession of the wharf in 
a few months. Any violation of this under- 
standing, say the Knights, will result in im- 
mediate trouble. 

Agent Sawyer, on the other hand, it is reliably 
reported to-night, does not interpret the result 
of arbitration as being at all binding on his com- 

any. He says if the committee meant it to 

é binding, they would have said so, and 
not used the words ‘“‘recommend and 
request.”” Inasmuch as Agent Sawyer tac- 
itly stood by George Sealy’s pledge in 
his name to abide the result of the 
arbitration, it would seem that the commit- 
tee had full power to use stronger and 
binding language had they seen fit to 
do so. The result of the committee’s 
labor is not generally known on the streets 
to-night; therefore, the effect of the verdict 
upon the great body of the Knights and colored 
workmen cannot be given, but every indication 
points to intense dissatisfaction. 

Under the auspices of the merchants of this 
city a committee of six prominent business men 
has been permanently organized and empowered 
to increase its membership to 100 for the protec- 
tion of the commerce of the city, should occasion 
require, and this committee has been in close 
consultation with Adjt.-Gen. King to-day, who 
oosted them on the law, and apprised them at 
ross what point the military could and would in- 
terfere. 





A VERDICT FOR THE CITY.

PKOPERTY WORTH OVER $100,000 wuicH 
SQUATTERS HAD ENJOYED POSSESSION OF. 
By virtue of an act passed by the Legis- 
lature in 1840 the city acquired title to land 
bounded by One Hundred and Twentieth and One 
Hundred and Twenty-first streets, Third-avenue 


and Sylvan-place. For years the land was the 


site of a market and fire engine houses. Subse- 
quently it became a common field, used for 
political and other meeting purposes, and finally 
squatters built cabins on it. In 1873 David C. 
Carleton, a horseshoer, bought a building that 
had been put up by asquatter. He followed his 
trade in this building for some time, and finally 
conceived the idea of appropriating all the un- 
used land, He built a fence around it and, as 
no person questioned him, he built shanties on it 


—— time to time, realizing a large income from 
em. 

In 1876 the city leased one of the lots to a man 
named Darcey. He entered into possession of it 
and erected a building. Carleton brought an 
ejectment suit against him, and, as he allowed it 
to go by default, the Sheriff put Carleton into 
possession of the lot. The city then inter- 
vened and asserted its title. The case was tried, 
and Carleton won until he got to the Court of 
Appeals, where a judgment was given forthe 
city. He claimed a new trial and got one, as of 
right under the code. The trial took place be- 
fore Judge Truax, in the Superior Court, and 
with the original suit were tried three others of 
a similar character. Judge Truax yesterday 
directed a verdict for the city in all four of the 
cases. Property worth upward of $100,000 was 
involved in the litigation. The city was repre- 
sented by Assistant Corporation Counsel Francis 
M. Scott and George L. Sterling. Dennis Mc- 
Mahon and Matthew Daly appeared for Carleton.

APPEALING FROM HIS GRADING.

Mr. Thomas I. Harris, of Brooklyn, a 
clerk in the Fifth Division of the Custom House, 
who was one of the candidates for a weigher- 


ship in the customs service who passed the civil 
service examination on Oct. 30, has entered a 
protest to Collector Hedden against the grading 
he received and against the consideration of any 


papers completed after the hour at first an- 
nounced as the limit of time for the examina- 
tion. Mr. Harris has been 10 years in the Col- 
lector’s office, in the liquidation department, 
and was certified for advancement some time 
ago.

PUT THROUGH WITH A RUSH 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE MAN- 
HATTAN COMPANY. 

MR. FIELD AND HIS CLIQUE DO NOT GIVE 
OUTSIDERS A. CHANCE TO ASK DISA- 
GREEABLE QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Cyrus W. Field was asadly grieved 
man yesterday. He had carefully prepared a 
speech. It was long and pathetic, and had for its 
purpose the whitewashing of Mr, Cyrus W. 
Field himself, Jay Gould, and all his colleagues. 
J. Worden Gedney, a lawyer, of No. 111 Broad- 
way, was the wicked man who embarrassed 
Cyrus. It was at the annual meeting of the 
Manhattan Railway Company, and Cyrus, who 
now finds himself loaded up with 70,000 shares 
of the company’s stock, was even unusually 


lively in hig own hop, skip, and jump style. 

The meeting opened at 12 o’clock, only about 
a dozen shareholders being present, though that 
number included Jay Gould, Russell Sage, Sid- 
ney Dillon, and Cyrus, with Cyrus’s son Edward 
and Jay’s son George, and Mr. Morosini, and one 
or two others of the bright lights from Gould's 
adjacent office, Mr. J. Worden Gedney dropped 
in, and nobody recognized him as a friend. Sage 
and Gould and Field couldn’t place him, and 
they began to whisper about the intruder ina 
lively way,some of them going into an outer 
hall to settle on some scheme by which to cir- 
cumvent the wicked man if he should prove in- 
tractable. Samuel Sloan was made Chairman 
and D. W. McWilliams was directed to act as 
Secretary, this organization being effected with 
the same rush that marked a motion put scarce- 
ly a moment tater to direct tne inspectors to 
proceed with the eiection while the shareholders 
should take a recess. 

The recess lasted an hour. Before it was over 
the Gould-Field-Sage clique was in grief, and, as 
ashort way out of embarrassment, had deter- 
mined upon a plan of procedure to prevent any 
interruption of their schemes, Mr. Gedney rep- 
resented stock held by an estate, and, as was his 
privilege under the law, he demanded that as 
each man voted he should be obliged to take the 
**ownership oath.” The purpose of this is to 

revent faise representations and the use of 

ctitious proxies. But Chairman Sloan re- 
marked blandly that Mr. Gedney’s proposition 
was not before the mecting; that a recess was 
on hand, and the inspectors of election would 
have to settle the matter to suit themselves. Mr. 
Gedney sought the ee the inspectors 
wanted to know whom he represented—wanted 
to find out whether ke was a Gould or Field 
man, so as to determine just what rights he 
really had. In hopped Cyrus Field. He could 
quell his feelings no longer, and he frowned 
down on the wicked Gedney to remark that 
there was no necessity whatever for any oaths 
among such men as himself and Russell Sage 
and Jay Gould. Oaths were for men who cared 
for such things. 

At the end of the hour’s recess, and after much 
close consultation, the clique got ready for busi- 
ness again. Mr. Sloan was scarcely down in his 
chair when the inspectors dashed off their report 
of the vote, and John H. Hall, who had been 
sufficiently drilled, cried out: “ Mr. Chairman, 
I move that we ad—” 

Chairman Sloan—Just one moment. The re- 
sult of the vote, of course, will be spread on the 
minutes, and there is no need to make any mo- 
tion on that, 

Mr. Hall—I move we adjourn. 

In double quick this was spoken. 

Jay Gould’s Son George—Second the motion. 

Even Hall's vocal rapidity was beaten by 
young Mr, Gould’s shout. 


Chairman Sloan—Movedandsecondedweadjourn 
carried. 

Nota space between any of his words. No 
worriment over yeas or nays. Just one rush 
of Mr. Sloan’s voice and the meeting was ad- 
journed. The object of the clique was accom- 
plished. Mr. Gedney had not got any chance to 
say a single word. It leaked out that if the 
chance had been obtainable, a number of very 
interesting questions would have been asked 
Field and Gould. Some of these questions were: 

“Why were about $2,000,000 of the Metropolitan 
second mortgage bonds belonging to the com- 
pany, sold ?”’ 

“To whom were they sold?” 

**At what price were they disposed of ?” 

‘““What became of the proceeds?” 

“Were they used to pay taxes and outstanding 
debts so as to allow the uso of earnings for divi- 
dends?” 

And these were only a few of the questions 
that the clique feared. They were not at all 
anxious to have to admit that they had taken 
these bonds out of the company’s treasury and 
sold them to themselves away below the market 
price—selling first-class 6 per cent. bonds to 
themselves at 5 per cent. below par, though the 
open market quotation now stands 107, exclusive 
of the November 3 per cent. coupons. 

Mr. Cyrus W. Field sacrificed his long speech in 
order to let the meeting adjourn with necessary 
speed. He had not only prepared a very lengthy 
document, but it was understood that he had 
putit allin type for publication in his evening 
paper, and had arranged to cable a good deal of 
it over to England to help out the Manhattan 
deal there. A portion of it was printed in his 
paper betore he discovered that he couldn't cet 
it off, and it was sent out to his little company 
of subscribers just the same asif it had really 
been delivered in his most oratorical style. He 
printed some resolutions, too, commending him- 
self and his partners, which, owing to fear of 
Mr. Gedney, were not introduced at all. 

S. V. White and J. Pierpont Morgan were 
elected Directors in the place of T. J. Pearsall 
and Washington E. Connor. Mr. Connor wasre- 
tired against his will. The rest ot the old board 
was re-elected. 

The annual statement showed that the gross 
earnings of the company for the year were 
$7,000,567 and operating expenses, $3,719,492. In- 
terest and rentals are put at $1,459,044, leaving 
a balance of $1,573,539, from which $1,560,000 
dividends was subtracted, leaving a surplus of 
$13,539. This statement, however, is taken in 
Wall-street to be exclusive of the company’s 
construction account, which averages about 
$100,000 per quarter.

Food for the discussign was fur- 
nished by two essays—one on “ Tenure of Prop- 
erty,” by Alfred Taylor, and the other on ‘** Cur- 
rent Expenses and Benevolence,” by H. H. Lam- 
port, Presicent of the Continental Insurance 
Company. Attention was called tothe advan- 
tages and disadvantages of putting the titles to 
church property, especially that devoted to 
missionary work, in the hands of a central de- 
nominational organization instead of leaving 
each title with a separate church society. It was 
argued that many wealthy Baptists would give 
more freely of their means if they could be as- 
sured that their gifts would remain permanent- 
ly in the keeping of the Baptist denomination 
and not be Jost or frittered away through the 
bad management and breaking up of individual 
churches, 

The Rey. F. H. Kerfoot, of Brooklyn, thought 
the pew reptal system failed to meet fully the 
financial requirements or the spiritual welfare 
of achurch, “*The best pews are always the 
high-priced pews,’’ he exclaimed, ‘‘ an the 
practical working of the plan is that if aman 
wearing gold and costly raiment enters at the 
door of a church he is at once invited to a com- 
fortable seat inthe middle aisle, but if a man 
attired in poor raiment enters at the door he is 
toid to sit in the gallery or some other place less 
desirable.” 

“I believe,” said the Rey. A. G. Lawson, of 
Boston, “that if a richly clad stranger and a 
poorly clad stranger enters the door of your 
church, the poorly clad person should be given 
the first attention and the best seat.” 

** And I believe,” added the Rev. Mr. Simmons, 
of this city, ‘that where the pew renting pian is 
adhered to it should be so arranged that one- 
quarter of the pews shall pay three-quarters of 
the expenses of the church. The afternoon dis- 
cussion was further participated in by the Rev. 
Dr. Evarts, the Rey. Mr. Bruce, the Rev. T. A. 
K. Gessier, the Rey. Mr. Bainbridge, the Kev. R. 
B. Hull, the Rev. J. B. Thomas, of Brooklyn, 
and Mr. Colgate. 

In the evening Prof. E. Dodge, President of 
Madison University, read a paper on ** Christian 
Artin Relation to Baptism,’ and the Rey. Ed- 
ward Braislin, of Newton Centre, Mass., read a 
paper on *‘ Liturgy in Baptist Churches.” Both 
papers were discussed. 


AN EXCHANGE SEAT IN DISPUTE. 

W. M. Merrill, of this city, is a dealer in 
the seats of some of the various Exchanges 
downtown. In December, 1882, he leased a seat 
in the Produce Exchange to William H. Voss, a 
broker, for $125 a year. One of the stipulations 
of the contract was that Voss should pay the 
assessments for life insurance which went with 
the seat, as they became due, for the owner. 
During the ensuing few months there were nine 
deaths, upon which Voss sanould have paid $29. 
He did not do so, nor did he take up his note for 
$50 which he had given Merrill in part payment 
for his seat. Merrill therefore rented the seat to 
some one else, and Voss, as he claims, was de- 
prived of his means of livelihood. Out of this 
state of affairs grew a suit for $25,000 damages 
instituted by Voss against Merrill, which was 
tried yesterday before Justice Cullen and a jury 
in the payee Court, Brooklyn. The court 
directed the jury to find a verdict for the 
plaintiff for $104.

MONTREAL, Noy. 10.—At the meeting of 
the Imperial Federation League to-night it was 
resolved to recommend that in any basis sug-

WHEAT AND FLOUR. 





HOW THE SUPPLY OF EACH STANDS AT ST. 
PAUL AND MINNEAPOLIS. 

St. Pavz, Minn., Nov. 11.—The recent 
heavy movement of wheat shows signs of abate- 
ment. The receipts at Minneapolis last week 
were 400,000 bushels less than the week before, 
and stock here and at St. Paul was 150,000 bush- 
els less than the previous week. There is stilla 
large amount of wheat on track in the yards 
waiting to be unloaded, which if emptied now 
would increase stocks in elevators to more than 


6,000,000 bushels. There were 1,790 cars on track 
Monday morning, of which the Milwaukee Road 
alone had 1,100. farmers are now through 
plowing or have beep stopped by the cold snap 
of Friday, and if they intend to deliver soon an 
increased movement from first hands may be ex- 


pected during the next 10 days, But the man- 


agers of the various elevator lines running 
into Minneapolis and Duluth claim’ they 
have now sufficient storage to take csre 
of all the wheat yet to come. President 
Barnes, of the Northern Pacific Elevator Com- 
any, says he will hold his wheat in his own 
houses and earn storage on it. This is the 
sentiment of all large elevator companies who 
can command sufficient capital to hold the 
wheat. and receipts at terminal points from this 
time will depend largely upon the temper of the 
elevator companies. Small shippers will, of 
course, be compelled to ship their wheat to 
market, but accumulations are not likely to be 


.as great during the next eight weeks as they 


have been the past month in Minneapolis. The 
storage room is about used up. There is, how- 
ever, nearly 7,000,000 bushels room left in 
Duluth, and there will be only about 2,000,000 
bushels in store thereat the close of naviga- 
tion. Efforts will be made to fill this hole, but 
it is not proboble that it will. be done unless a 
a is paid for wheat. Of the 6,000,000 

ushels in Minneapolis only a small proportion 
is owned by the millers, and the actual owner- 
ship isa matter of much doubt. There is little 
question, however, that much of it is in strong 
hands, who will hold it till prices reach a point 
which will give entirely satisfactory profits 
before it will be disposed of. 

The situation on the flour platform is practi- 
only unchanged,. There is the usual talk about 
shutting down, but in spite of it all the mills 
managed to grind out about 180,000 barrels last 
week, and 20 out of 23 were running at top speed 
yesterday. Millers claim to be losing money, 

ét they are slow to stop the overproduction. 

he advance in freight rates on the Ist inst. has 
had no effect onthe flour market,.as it is well 
understood that certain large shippers are get- 
ting their stuff East on the basis of the old rate 
of 15 cents to Chicago. Some are building sheds 
for storage, and it does not look as thou they 
intended to shut down. There is no doubt that 
stocks both here and at the seaboard are ac- 
cumulating rapidly.

He knocked me down. several times, and 
one cold night locked me up‘all night iong in 
the bathroom, Ihadon nothing but my night 


dress. One day at the office, in the presence of 


his mother, he assaulted me and knocked me 
flat on the floor. His mother told himto strike 
me again. This was all because I had said I could 
not live with him. This was on Junel12. The 
two previous nights I had slept in the bath 
room. Hefreguently gave me what he called a 
‘Grecian bend kiss,’ which was performed by 
taking me by the armsand bending me back- 
ward and striking me with hig knees. He would 
tickle me on tbe back and spine, causing me 
= annoyance, and would pinch me daily. 

e did not want me to kiss my father, and said 
it was not proper for a married woman to do so. 
Before I was married I invested money ($250) in 
Mr. Loud’s firm, but he never returned it to me. 
I had a wedding present of some gold from Cali- 


fornia. Mr, Loud took it, sold it, and kept the 
proceeds.” 

In cross-examination witness testified that she 
was not provided with clothing by her husband; 
she said her husband, while intoxicated, ill- 
treated her. ‘“‘He threw me back and choked 
me," testifled Mrs. Loud; ‘I screamed as loud 
as I could; my sister came in; she was in the 
bedroom; she tried to get Mr. Loud away from 
me, and he struck me again; he had his knee 
upon my stomach; he said in my father’s pres- 
ence that he would smash my face, and my 
father said that for every blow he gave me he 
would give him ten; when [I was locked in the 
bathroom first I was there about four hours in 


my night dress and the room was chilly and. 


cold; on the Thursday night when I was locked 
in the bathroom I slept in the tub.” 

At the afternoon session further testimony to 
show that Mr. Loud treated Jia wife cruelly was 
given by several witnesses. One, a gentleman 
who took his meals at the same table at the Re- 
vere House with Mr.and Mrs. Loud, testified 
that on one occasion Mr. Loud tried to get his 
wife to drink champagne at the table against 
her wishes, and afterward threatened to whip 
her, causing Mrs. Loud to leave the table.

MRS. MANDELBAUN’S VISIT 


‘HER FAVORITE DAUGHTER'S 
DEATH BRINGS HER HERE. 
VISITING THE BODY AT NIGHT WITH HER 

SON JULIUS—TIRED or CANADA, BUT 
ON HER WAY BACK THERE. 
‘*Mother’” Mandelbaum, the noted re- 


ceiver of stolen goods, and her son Julius, 
over whom indictments are hanging, have been 
in this city for the past two days, and they left 
for Canada yesterday afternoon, without having 
been detected by the police. The cause that led 
the mother and son to risk their liberty was the 
death of Annie, the 18-year-old daughter of the 
“fence.” Annie wasin Hamilton, Ontario, with 
her mother, brother, and'youngest sister, Lulu. 
She left there a few weeks ago to pay a visit to 
some friends in this.city, and while here she con- 


tracted a severe cold which finally developed into 
pleuro-pneumonia. 

During her illness Annie lived with a friend 
named Mrs. Marx, at No. 99 Clinton-street, on 
the same block on which her mother formerly 
kept her famous place of business. While the 
girl was ill letters and telegrams were received 


daily from the mother asking for information 
regarding her condition. Last:week the girl’s 
case assumed a‘ serious aspect and she died on 
Sunday evening. Word was at once sent to the 
mother. She grew desperate. The thought of 
having her favorite child buried without taking 


alast look at her face touched a tender chord 


in the heart of the hardened criminal, and to 


gratify her wish she took the chance of falling 
into the hands of the police and passing her re- 
maining days in prison. 

As soon as Mrs. Mandelbaum received word 
of the death of her daughter she started in com- 


pany with Julius to Buffalo. After: being as- 
sured that her departure from Hamilton was 


unnoticed she bought tickets and came to this 
city on the West Shore Road. She arrived here 
late on Monday night. A carriage was in wait- 
ing for her and she was rapidly driven to the 
‘house ofa friend about 100 yards from the store 
in which she carried on her nefarious business. 
So as not to attract suspicion. the mother of the 
dead girl wore only a walking dress and had 
nothing on to indicate in any way her mourn- 
ing. After satisfying herself that the house in 
which the corpse lay was not watched, the 
mother and son went there about 8 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. Julius had shaven off his 
beard and he was hardly recognizable, but 
** Mother” Mandelbaum was unchanged and un- 
disguised, and any person who had ever seen her 
before could distinguish her features. As soon 
as she reached the bier she clapped her hands, 
kissed her dead girl, and fell in a faint. 

When she recovered she cried and moaned, 
and her sobs could be heard a block away. 
Fearing that this unusual noise would alarm 





the policeman on post,a friend urged her to 
leave the house and accept the hospitalities ofa 
neighbor. She finally consented to do so. It 
was intended at first to see the girl a Christian 
burial, but this the mother would not listen to. 
‘She ordered the body to be taken to the old 
/ homestead at the corner of Clinton and Riving- 
ton streets and to be buried according to the 
rites of the Jewish religion. 
he body was removed on Tuesday evening. 
Atan early hour yesterday morning ** Mother” 
Mandelbaum again paid a visit to the old house 
and took a parting look atthe body of her fa- 
vorite child. The scenes of the previous morn- 
ing were renewed. She showered kiss after kiss 


upon the cheeks of the dead girl, and her pite- 
ous cries brought tears to the eyes of the per- 
sons who witnessed the scene. Several times 
she attempted to leave the room, but she kept 
returning to the coffin, and finally she had to be 
almost carried away. This was the last time 
the mother had a chance to see her dead child. 
After breakfast yesterday it became known 
generally that Mrs, Mandelbaum’s daughter was 


dead, and large crowds were attracted through 
curiosity to the house. Every person who en- 
tered the building was scrutinized closely, and a 
number of persons expected to see the old wom- 
an enter'the house in defiance of the law. About 
lo’clock the carriages beganto arrive for the 
funeral. As the occupants stepped out, various 
remarks were passed by the throng on the side- 
walk, ‘I guess she’sa shoplifter,” was a stereo- 
typed expression whenever a gaudily attired 
woman entered the house; and I guess he’sa 
burgias” referring to the male escorts. 

At 2 o’clock, the time set for the funeral, about 
20 coaches had emptied passengers before the 
door. The street was crowded with women, 
young girls, and boys, and it was only through 
the efforts of a muscular policeman who stood 
in front of the door that a passageway was 
cicared. Some of the visitors brought handsome 
flowers. Among those present well known in 
police circles, and whose photographs hold 
prominent Places in the Rogues’ Gallery were: 
*‘Shang” Draper, “Billy” Porter, formerly 

artner of Irving, the famous bank _ burg- 
ar; Mollie Holbrook, alias ‘**Mary Haly;” 
Reddinger and wife, proprietors of the 
Passaic Hotel, Passaic, N. J.. where Porter and 
Irving managed to escape from New-York de- 
tectives several years ago; Mary Ciare, ** Alec” 
Shuster, Mary Burns, Lulu Clare, Mrs. Miller, an 
old-time shoplifter; ** Pete’ Coffey, *“* Ad’? Mitch- 
ell, **Mag’’ Reilly, ** Alec’? Cooper, Peter Wil- 
mont, ‘ Liz” Davis, a 60-year-old shoplifter; 
Annie Davis, “Jr,” ‘*Tom” Collins, * Mag” 
Russell, * Jack” Greenthal, a brother of * Gen,” 
Greenthal; ** Pat’* Shaugnessy, ‘* Dutch Adam,” 
* Trish Mag’? Nugent, anda host of others who 
have established reputations as burglars, re- 
ceivers of stolen goods, and shoplifters. 

Before the lid of the coffin was closed Julius 
Mandelbaum, who jumped a _ $7,000 bail bond 
when he fied to Canada, walked defiantly to the 
side of his dead sister and took a last look at her 
face. His face was cleanly shaven, and only a 
few intimate friends of the family recognized 
him. The hearse was followed by about two 
dozen carriages. The first two were occupied 
by the two married sisters of the dead girl, the 
youngest brother, who isaclerk in a William- 
street drug store, and Mr. Rentz, the affianced 
husband of the dead girl. Julius did not accom- 
pany the funeral, but before it started he joined 

‘his mother and together they watcned the 
hearse and carriages leave the door. The two 
were seated in aroom on the first floor over a 
lager beer saloon on the northeast corner of 
Clinton and Rivington streets. They looked 
through the blinds of the shutters. The remains 
of the girl were interred in Union Field Cenie- 
=, New-Lots,. Long Island, in a grave with her 

ather. 

Mrs. Mandelbaum and Julius remained in their 
place of concealment for about an hour after 
the funeral, when they entered a closed carriage 
and were driven to the railway station. They 
started direct for Hamilton, Ontario, where Mrs. 
Mandelbaum’s youngest daughter, Lulu, is liv- 
ing. Several confidential friends of the “ fence” 
knew of her presence in town, and they paid a 
visit to her abode over the lager beer saloon. 
She claimed that she was a persecuted woman, 
but said before long she would have matters 
righted, 

‘Will you ever return to New-York for 
good ?” asked one of her friends. 

‘“*T don’t know,” she answered. “I’ve often 
thought of coming back, delivering myself up, 
and standing trial. Iam sorry that I ever left 
New-York. I should have faced the music.” 

‘*Have any overtures ever been made to you 
by police officials ?”’ 

“ That's a question I don’t like to answer," she 
responded. ** But I will say that if 1 spent $10,000 
i could come back to New-York and be a free 


woman.” 

* How did this strike you?” was the next query 
put to the woman. 

“It didn’t strike me at all. I’m sick and tired 
of putting up money to ‘square’ thinys, and I 
don’t intend to do it any more. The more 
money you produce the more they want. If I 
hadn’t been so free with my money I wouldn’t 
have got in this scrape.”

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BELT’S TELEPHONE PATENT 


> 
PROF. GRAY SAYS HE WAS CHEAT- 
ED OF HIS RIGHTS. 


BELL’S DEVICE ALLEGED TO HAVE BEEN 
STOLEN FROM GRAY’S OAVEAT—COL- 
LUSION IN COURT ALSO CHARGED. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 11.—The hearing in the 
telephone cases was resumed before the Secretary of 
the Interior to-day. Mr. Gantt, for the citizens of 
Memphis, read a long list of the affidavits and authori- 
ties that he intended to put in evidence as tending to 
show that Bell was not the original inventor of the 
telephone. Among the papers was a communication 
from Acting Attorney-General Goode expressing the 
opinion that Reiss was the inventor of the telephone 
and tha®Bell's patent had been irregularly issued, jus- 
tifiying, in bis opinion, the beginning of a suit by the 
United States to set it aside. A mumber of telephone 
models—originals and reproductions—were next pro- 
fuced and their mode of operation described by 
an expert. A number of affidavits made by in- 
ventors and experts were read at length, includ- 
Ing one by Edison, wherein he states that his carbon 
telephone is now used altogether by the Bell Com- 
pany; that he had not heard of Beli’s experiments 
when he (Edison) invented his telephone, but had 
read an account of Reiss’s investigations. As sup- 
porting the allegations of irregular practices in the 
Patent Office another affidavit by ex-Examiner Wilbur 
was read, reciting the circumstances attending the 
presentation of Gray’s caveat on the same day that 
Bell's application was received; also the indorsement 
py Wilbur on the wrapper of Gray’s caveat, filed Feb. 
24, 1876, stating that Bell’s application had been sus- 
pended because it had been the practice of the office 
to recognize only a difference in dateof filing such 
papers. The indorsement of Commissioner Ellis 
Speare, directing the revocation of the suspensory 
order, for the reason that it appeared that Bell’s ap- 
plication had been filed two hours before Gray’s 
caveat, wasalsoread. Extracts from testimony given 
in the Dowd suit were presented as bearing on the al- 
leged unlawful disclosure of the nature of Gray’s 
caveat. 

Mr. Young read an affidavit made by Prof. Elisha 
Gray, of Chicago, on the 9th inst. Prof. Gray begins 
his affidavit with the statement that in the year 1876 
he conveyed a number of his patents, supposed among 
other things to relate to telephony, to the Harmonic 
Telegraph Company, in consideration of a stock inter- 
estin that company. These patents were then con- 
veyed to the American Speaking ‘'elephone Company 
by the Harmonic Company, for the consideration of 
one-third of the stock of the American Com- 
pany. Mr. Gray states that the American 
Telephone, the Gold and Stock, the Harmonic, 
and Western Union Telegraph Company were the 
real defendants in the suit of the American Company 
known as the Dowd case. Some time after the insti- 
tution of that suit, says Prof. Gray, these companies 
combined in joint ownership of all the patents in- 
volved, the American Company receiving in the com- 
promise 20 per cent. of the royalties receivea and to 
share in the expenses of litigation and purchase of 
other patents. Before the combination was effected, 
and when it was understood that a compromise would 
be made, Prof. Gray believes that the litigation 
was not carried on in good faith with a view 
to @ fina! settlement bythe court. This, he says, re- 
sulted from the expectation of a compromise, and 
after it had been effected everything was done forthe 
common benefit of the parties,and such decree as 
they desired was entered inthecase. Prof. Gray had 
no control over this case at any time, and his interest 
was represented by the combination in which he was 
interested. He filed a caveat for a telephone on Feb. 
4, 1876. and afterward learned that Prof. Bell on the 
same day filed an application for an improvement in 
“multiple telegraphy.” He learned, but not until 
after Bell’s patent had been issued, that in it he 
claimed to have invented a_ telephone. The 
affiant then reviews the circumstances attend- 
ing the dismissal of the interference between him- 
self and Bell and the issue of a patent to the latter. 

Continuing, he says he is informed and believes that 
in a few days after the issuance of that patent Bell

He did not suspect anything wrong, but supposed 
that in the eye of the law Bell had the advantage, 
as bis counsel stated, and every oral statement 
and every letter com m affiant at that period 
was €@ or written under the belief that he had been 
fairly dealt with in the matter of his caveat. Ke- 
cently. and long since the oral statements were made 
and the letters referred to were written, facts came to 
his knowledge that convinced him that he was wrong 
In assuming and believing that Prof. Bell had fairl 
made his invention. He now believes that f. Bell, 
on the contrary. had learned in some way of his ca- 
veat and its contents, and tthe made use of that 
knowledge in constructing the tnstrument with which

WASHINGTON, Noy. 11, 1835. 
The President to-day appointed Dr. John G, 
Lee, of Philadelphia, Secretary of Legation at Con- 


stantinople, Turkey. Dr. Lee is a friend of Minister 
Cox, and ts understood to have been appointed on his 
personal solicitation. He is familiar with the modern 
~ eae and is said to be peculiarly fitted for the 
place, 


The annual report of the Commissioner of 
Customs shows that during the fiscal year ended June 
SO0there was paid into the Treasury from various 


sources, the accounts of which were settled in his of- 
fice, the sum of $183,207,908. The amount paid out 
wes $27,125,978. The Commissioner suggests that the 
designation of his office be changed to Third Controller, 
and also suggests the addition of a statistical branch 
for the preparation of information to be gathered from 
the settlements made by him. He suggests modifica- 
tion of the laws in regard to the refund of auties and 
also in regard to the appointments of subordinate of- 
ticers of the customs. A recommendation is made for 
the payment of the chief customs officers by salaries, 
instead of py salary, fees, and commissions, according 
to the present system. 


The President also appointed to-day Gen. 
Joseph J. Bartlett, of New-York City, to be Second 
Deputy Commissioner of Pensions in the place of 


Lewis C. Bartlett, who has resigned on account of 
ill health, and William H. Morgan, of Nashville, Tenn., 
to be u member of the Board of Indlan Commissioners, 
in place of Orange Judd, resigned. Gen. Bartlett en- 
tered the Union Army at Binghamton, N. Y., as a pri- 
vute soldier in April, 1861, and came out of it at the 
close of the war asa Brevet Major-General. He served 
in the Army of the Potomac from the first battle of 
Bull Run to Appomattox, participating with distinc- 
tion in nearly every contest, and receiving several 
wounds. When he retired from the army in 1866 he 
was appointed Minister to Stockholm by President 
Johnson, but was recalled by President Grant. In 
politics he has always been a Democrat. 


Sixth Auditor McConville has submitted to 
the Postmaster-General his annual report upon the 
financial operations of the Post Office Department 
during the last fiscal year. It appears that the gross 
postal revenues were 42,560,848; expenditures, 


$49,817,188; excess of expenditures over revenue, 
$6,756,845. To this deficiency, says the Auditor, should 
be added the amounts certified to the Pacific Railroads 
for mati transportation ($1,340,226 and the estimated 
unadjusted liabilities for 1885, ($286,000,) making a 
total deficiency of $8,831.57). The deficiency last 
year was $4,967,425, or $8,414,146 less than the 
present deficiency. he revenues show a falling off 
off $765,115, while the expenditures have increased 
$2,912,328. This result 1s attributed to the reduction 
in letter postage and’to general business depression. 
The principal items of expenditure were as follows: 
Railway transportation, $13,658,318; Postmasters’ sal- 
aries, $11,243,548; salarieqof Post Office clerks, $4,878,- 
853; star route transportation, $5,408,259; railway post- 
al clerks, $4,245,209; free delivery service, $3,985,952; 
railway postal car service, $1,709,236; transportation 
of foreign matis, $325,462. The value of postage 
stamps sold was $40,050,226. The profits of the money 
order business were $408,923; the amount of the bal- 
ances paid by foreign countries for mail transportation 
was $66.955, and the amount paid by the United States 
to foreign countries for like service was $74,859,

THE CHICAGO CONFERENCE. 

Representative free traders and rev- 
enue reformers met in conference at Chi- 
cago yesterday. The attendance is re- 
ported to be larger than on any similar 
occasion, and the addresses were, so far 
as they have come to hand, effective. 
There have been within a couple of weeks 
several canvasses of the members of the 
present House of Representatives that 
will meet next month to ascertain 
their views of the likelihood and 
the desirableness of a revision of 
the tariff at the approaching _ ses- 
sion. Though these have not been com- 
plete enough to make it plain whether or 
not a revision can be carried, they show 
a sufficiently strong sentiment in its favor 
in the House to make the proceedings of 
the Chicago conference timely and proba- 
ly valuable. Its chief effect must neces- 
sarily be in instructing minds that are 
open to conviction, but there must also 
be the incidental effect of showing the 
existence of a pronounced body of pub- 
lic opinion with which politicians must 
reckon. 

The tone of the discussion at Chicago, 
so far as it has proceeded, is certainly 
calculated to influence Congress. It is at 
once determined and moderate. There is 
a conspicuous absence of rhetoric and of 
that arbitrary and confident assertion 
which is apt to belong to men with strong 
convictions and without much practical 
experience in persuading the minds of 
men. A very important element, and a 
comparatively new one in the move- 
ment for revenue reform, is the 
presence and active participation of 
manufacturers and others supposed to 
be benefited by the ‘‘ protective” tariff, 
Among these is Mr. RowLanp Hazarp, 
of Rhode Island, who presents the view 
that the high duty on wool and woolens 
isnot only severely burdensome to the 
consumer, but is of no real advantage to 
the wool grower and the woolen manu- 
facturer. Another is Mr. GIBBONS, the 
Wilmington shipbuilder, who represents a 
trade that has been more absolutely and 
completely protected than any other in 
the country. Mr. SarGent, the extensive 
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ticut, whose wares are found on the 
shelves of the “stores” in every State 
of the Union andin many of the towns 
of Canada, protests against the whole 
system of high import duties as a fatal 
restriction upon manufactures. There is 
Mr. D. Harter, of Mansfield, Ohio, a 
manufacturer of agricultural machinery, 


who declares that for his manufacturing 
interest ‘‘ protection,” so called, is ‘‘a 
curse, a hindrance, and a blight.” And 
there is the Hon. J. Q. SmiTH, ‘“‘ farmer 
and wool grower,” of Ohio, who holds 
that the tariff isa burden to the’ whole 


country, and that the agriculturists suffer 
most from it. . 

It is plain enough that the high tariff 
*“must go” when a sufficient number of 
those who have been supposed to be bene- 
fited by it discover that it is a hindrance 
and source of injury tothem. That the 
number of protestants of this class is 
likely to be sufficient to bring about a 
change in the immediate future it would 
be rash to assert. But that the number is 
now considerable, and that it has been 


for some time steadily increasing, cannot 


be denied. It must be conceded also that 
they bring to the movement precisely the 
kind of strength that it has until re- 
cently lacked, namely, the element of 
direct and _ efficient personal inter- 
est. That the tariff, with its indiscrim- 
inate high taxation, its burdensome re- 
strictions, its gross inequalities, its cor- 
rupting influence on the customs service 
and upon the politics of the country, has 
been for a long time a great general in- 


jury to the prosperity of the country has 


been clear enough to those who have at- 
tained any thorough knowledge of the 
matter. But the share of any class of 
the population in this injury has been too 


small, its source too intangible, and its 


operation too indirect to fix their 
attention upon it or to arouse them 
to aggressive action. The protective 
tariff of England was swept away 


by an appeal to those whose daily bread 
was made costly and whose lives were made 
wretched by effects that could be directly 
traced and directly remedied. There has 
been no class at all like this heretofore in 
the United States. The signs are many 
that one is gradually forming among the 
manufacturers of the United States. When 
they shal) see that their interests require 
the reduction of the tariff it will be re- 
duced, and that time, however remote it 
may now seem, is sure to come, and may 


come much sooner than has been thought. 








THE SENATE COMMITTEE’S WORK. 
The Senate investigating committee has 
not by any means covered the broad field 


of inquiry that was proposed for it, but it 


has developed some significant facts in 
the course of its search. Aside from re- 
ceiving some information and suggestions 
from the Mayor and Controller on the 
subject of city taxes and expenditures, 
inquiring into the relations of the Finance 
Department with FerDINAND’ WarRD and 
the Marine Bank, and glancing into the 
expenses and working force of the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office, it has devoted itself 
mainly to the doings of the Armory Com- 
mission and the Excise Board, 

Gen. SHALER insists that the armory 
sites were selected without any regard to 
the persons who were to be benefited by 
the purchases of land, that the commis- 
sion dealt directly with the owners, and 
that no more than a reasonable price was 
paid for the property. Wedo not like to 
think that Gen. SHALER would willfully 
misrepresent the facts, even where his 
personal reputation is at stake, but if he 
thinks he is stating the exact truth he must 
be a very simple person, easily molded to 
the purposes of others, and therefore 
unfit to be charged with important public 
trusts. The testimony of other witnesses 
plainly shows that persons with eligible 
property to sell sought the intervention of 
a known friend of Gen. SHALER; that the 
friend succeeded in bringing about the de- 
sired transactions; that the prices agreed 
to by the commission were far in advance 
of what the property could have been 
bought for previously, and that the inter- 
mediaries received very large commissions 
for their services, These are the facts 
proved by the testimony of the former 
owners of the property andof the agents 
whom they employed and paid to nego- 
tiate for them, and they are entirely at 
variance with Gen. SHALER’S own state- 
ments. He can hardly escape responsibil- 
ity by pleading the “‘ baby act,” and should 
not be let off until the responsibility is 
fixed, 

The excise inquiry has shown very clear- 
ly that two members of the Excise Board 
were accustomed for along time to vote 
in favor of granting licenses to improper 
persons and places, and that in some cases 
they intgrceded with the police for the 
protection of unlicensed liquor sellers until 
licenses could be given to them. Their 
motives and the influences that swayed 
them have not been made soclear. Of 
course there was nothing in the pretense 
of Messrs. MITCHELL and HauGuHron that 
they believed Tom Gouup’s, the Haymar- 
ket, the Cremorne, and other similar 
resorts to be perfectly proper places 
to license under the law and their 
proprietors to be persons of good 
moral character. Knowing the part which 
liquor dealers and the owners of disrep- 
utable places play in local politics, the 
votes which they control, and the in- 
fluence they exert with aspiring district 
politicians, we have no difficulty at all in 
accounting for the course of Commissioners 
MircHeLL and HauauTon. They were 
securing political support or heading off 
political enmity with the grogshop ele- 
ment. Inso doing they violated the law 
and were false to officialduty. The com- 
mittee ought to be able to put the evi- 
dence of this in such form that the Gov- 
ernor will be compelled to act upon it. 

But the Excise Commission is not 
wholly responsible for the failure to en- 
force the excise law in this city. The 
duty of seeing that liquor is not sold in 
unlicensed places and that the restric- 
tions of the law are not violated by hold- 
ers of licenses falls mainly upon the po- 
lice. Their shortcomings have been more 
than once inquired into, and we are gen- 
erally brought to a stand by the plea that 
it is useless to make arrests because the 
evidence is not accepted and the offend- 
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ers are almost invariably discharged. 
This plea points the way of inquiry to 
the police magistrates, whose course is 
said to make the persistent enforcement 
of the law impossible. Cannot the com- 
mittee find out something about the 
causes of the break-down at this critical 
point in the proceedings ? 








MR. THOMAS’S OBOE PLAYER, 

The dispute between Mr. THEODORE 
THOMAS and the trades union of German 
musicians is one of the most absurd con- 
troversies to which even trades unions 
have given birth, The objection of Amer- 
icans to ‘‘ foreigners” usually becomes 
operative only when the objector is a 
native. The newly landed immigrant 
does not, as a rule, find courage to oppose 
the landing of other immigrants, unless, 


of course, the other immigrants are 


Chinamen. But the musical trades union 
is not hampered by the consideration that 
its own members are foreigners by birth, 
and for the most part Americans only by 
recent residence. It draws the line at six 


months, No foreigner can earn his living 


as an orchestra player until he has been 
here for that period. The trades union 
ordains in the first place that none of its 
members shall play in the same orchestra 


with a musician who is not a member, 
and in the second place that no person 
shall be eligible to membership until he 


has been here six months. Persons 
who advocate the protection of Amer- 
ican labor by a tariff have often been 


twitted with their failure to adopt 


the only effectual protection of American 


labor against foreign competition by pro- 
hibiting the importation of the foreign 
laborer. The musical trades union has re- 
paired this omission. Until a foreigner 


has been here six months he is an alien 


and an outcast, forbidden to exercise his 
craft and mystery upon any terms. After 
he has been here six months he is in the 
same position as if his ancestor had 


brought over a sackbut on the Mayflower 
or had landed with a godless fiddle as one 
of the companions of Capt. JOHN SMITH. 
The present dispute touches an oboe 
player. Now, an oboe player is a rare 
song bird. His melancholy squawk is 
essential to the production of classical 
works, and there are few persons who can 
emit it with skill and propriety. It seems 
that the Belgian performer whom Mr. 
THOMAS has engaged is the only one now 
available who can doit. The very torrent, 
tempest, and, as we may say, whirlwind of 
the storm of ophicleides or battle of trom- 
bones in a scene from WAGNER would be 
ineffectual but for the long-drawn wail of 
the virgin through the keyhole of the en- 
chanted castle during the lulls, and every 
concert-goer knows that this wail can be 
represented upon the oboe alone. To pre- 
vent the engagement of an oboe player is 
therefore to paralyze the whole orchestra, 


to condemn all its members to inactivity 
and loss of wages, and thus to bite off 
seventy-odd Teutonic noses to spite one 
Gallic face. 

This conclusion would stagger most 
persons, but it does not obstruct the re- 
morseless logic of the trades union. That 
body combines the pig-headedness of mu- 
sicians, which is apt to be very great, 
with the pig-headedness of Germans, and 
divers ethnologists have noted that Ger- 
mans are occasionally pig-headed. If no 
oboe player of six months’ residence can- 
be found, then an orchestra of trades 
unionists must do without an oboe player. 
If this resolution should disband the or- 
chestra and throw all its members out of 
employment the trades union cannot help 
that. It has notitied those of its members 
who have played with the uninitiated 
oboe player to appear and be fined or ex- 
pelled, as the case may be. Mr. THomas 
has applied for an injunction to prevent 
this action. 

The suit thus began will afford an inter- 
esting test of how far a trades union can 
legally go in limiting the right of its 
members to earn their living. If it 
should be decidedin favor of the union it 
will then be open to Mr. THomMas to im- 
port all his players and to conduct a 
‘*yat” orchestra. He is in a better posi- 
tion to do this than any other orchestral 
leader in this country, and if he should do 
it the members of the musical trades 
union will be at liberty to reflect on what 
they have gained by cutting off the source 
of the most regular, remunerative, and 
creditable employment open to orchestral 
players in this country. 








AN ARMY REFORM COMPLETE. 

The recent appointment by Gen. SHERI- 
DAN» of two new aides-de-camp puts an 
end to the long speculation as to whether 
any exception would be made to the new 
regulations limiting terms of detached 
service. Had an exception been possible, 
courtesy and expediency must alike have 
accorded it to the General commanding 
the army, the efficiency of whose adminis- 
tration might conceivably in some emer- 
gencies be affected by inability to retain 
the services of staff officers exceptionally 
well qualified by experience to assist him. 
Lieut.-Col. GreGoRY had barely passed 
the four years’ limit set by Secretary 
ENDICOTT’S order, at the time of its issue 
on the 5th of August, and Lieut.-Col, 
Davis, who had been on detached ‘service 
much longer, had spent a great part of it 
on the Washington Monument’ work, 
while his services hereafter had been 
counted on for superintending the con- 
struction of the proposed army museum. 

When, therefore, a jong interval passed 
after these officers were relieved from 
staff duty at Army Headquarters, the sur- 
mise arose that their vacancies might not 
be formally filled, and that they would 
remain. The appointment of their suc- 
cessors, however, in the persons of Capt. 
Ketioaa, of the Fifth Cavalry, who 
served with credit in the volunteer army 
during the war, and Capt. BLUNT, of the 
Ordnance Corps, who has been for many 
months on duty at Army Headquarters 
in charge of rifle practice, sets this doubt 
at rest. General Order No. 85 has been 
carried out completely, from lowest to 
highest, just as, when the compulsory re- 
tirement law was passed, one of the 
earliest subjects of its operation was Gen. 
SHERMAN, at that time commanding the 
army. | 

Secretary ENDICOTT now accordingly 





sees in full effecta change of regulations 
which Congress had been laboring at in- 


effectually for years, but which he achieved 
with a stroke of the pen. That the change 
in general was desirable few can doubt. 
Gen. DrvuM recently caused to be prenared 
alist of officers who had served as aides 
since the civil war, as a guide in selecting 


successors for the officers relieved as aides 
under the Secretary’s late order. It was 
then found, by a comparison with old 
lists, that with rare exceptions four or 
five years of service as aides was the rule 
before the war, and that this average time 
had about doubled since the war. Capt. 


Duny, of the Second Artillery, who was re- 
lieved by Gen. Pope from hisstaff about a 
fortnight ago in anorder which expressed 
‘* profound sorrow that such a parting has 
been made necessary by the orders of the 
War Department,” had been an aide for 


nearly twenty years. Capt. WHERRY, of 
the Sixth Infantry, was in his nineteenth 
year of absence from his company when 
relieved as aide to Gen. SCHOFIELD; Lieut. 
SLADEN in his twentieth, when relieved as 


aide to Gen. Howarb; Capts. WHARTON 


and Warp in their eighteenth and four- 
teenth, respectively, when relieved as aides 
to Gen. Hancock. Two Lieutenants in 
the Signal Service had been detailed for 
over fourteen and over thirteen years, re- 
spectively, 

It is certainly well’ to make a fairly 
equable alternation, where practicable, of 
the hardships, sufferings, privations, and 
perils of frontier life with the ease and 
light duties of staff and department life 


in great cities. The matter might be of 


less importance were special services and 
endurance in active campaigning followed 
by promotion and other rewards, as in 
some foreign armies. But in our serv- 


ice detailed officers often have rather the 


better chance also for desirable appoint- 
ments into the staff corps by being where 
greater social and political influence can 
be commanded when vacancies occur. 
Apart from any consideration of ‘ soft 
places” as spoils to be divided, the effi- 
ciency of the army demands that, as far 
as possible, its officers shall be trained in 
a variety of service, staff and line, de- 
partment and field. This is the true 
counterpoise, after all, to the argument 


for longer details than four years, based 
on the increased value of an officer’s serv- 
ices through experience to the public as 
well as to his immediate superiors. The 
objection that valuable public interests 
may be sacrificed to individual interests 


by a mere rotation for the sake of an 
equal sharing of the agreeable places is 
also removed in part by excepting from 
the operation of this rule assignments to 


special duty made by the War Depart- 


ment. At all events, with the Lieutenant- 


General’s recent action the new policy is 
now fully established. 








- GALLANTRY IN WARSAW. 


Poland has been in a state of peace and 
quiet since 1868, and it has, therefore, 
been fair to presume that the arts of 
civilization have been there making steady 
progress. In Prussian Poland the foster- 
ing hand of Bismarck has been felt and 
one town in grateful acknowledgment of 
his labors has laid aside its ancient name 
and assumed that of Bismarckdorf. But 
the cable has brought intelligence of a 
still more striking proof of Poland’s ad- 
vancement. The inalienable right of 
woman to the same privileges as man has 
been admitted there in a most emphatic 
manner. 

It appears that a gallant gentleman of 
Warsaw, the city which is chiefly noted 
for its production of the most harrowing 
shriek on record—that of Freedom when 
Kosciusko fell—fell in love with a lady 
who had the good fortune to be a native 
of the same place. The customs of civili- 
zation naturally prevailing in this en- 
lightened city, he sought her hand in mar- 
riage. The lady, for some reason which 
is not given and can therefore only be 
surmised, much to the gentleman’s disad- 
vantage, declined the protfered honor. 
The gentleman then sought revenge in a 
manner which civilization has unfortu- 
nately not yet introduced into America. 
He spread abroad reports derogatory to 
her good name. Itseems that in Warsaw 
women have not yet developed that affec- 
tion for personal abuse which character- 
izes male aspirants for distinction in re- 
publican countries. Her anger and grief 
aroused the sympathy of several knightly 
gentlemen, who promptly offered to meet 
the defamer and chastise him. 

The lady, however, mindful of her 
rights as an emancipated female, said that 
if any one had to undertake that office 
she would be the person. She therefore 
challenged the gentleman to a duel, and 
he, with the same gallantry as had 
marked his previous actions, promptly ac- 
cepted. Being the challenged person he 
had the choice of weapons, and being un- 
willing to use anything which could be 
considered beneath the dignity of an 
offended lady, he selected pistols. It is 
quite possible that if the lady had been 
allowed the choice of weapons she would 
have chosen to use those horned prehensile 
and excoriating weapons which nature be- 
stowed upon her and which she would 
have exercised in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of her opponent’s eyes. 

But she went to the field of honor, and 
when the handkerchief dropped she fired. 
And now comes the most beautiful part 
of the story. Though she was known to 
be a crack shot, .h» lady missed the gentle- : 
man with the same accuracy as he missed 
her. The conclusion is unavoidable that, 
in the language of the drama, she gave 
him his life. So affected was he by this 
display of nobility that he apologized, 
and the seconds declared that her honor 
was'satisfied. This, as the General in ‘‘ Fat- 
initza” remarks, is extremely touching, 
We cannot contemplate the spectacle of a 
man, placed in the position of this gentle- 
man of Warsaw, apologizing to the lady 
instead of insisting upon her shooting him, 
without the deepest emotion. Such moral 
courage as enabled him to face existence 
under the circumstances is as rare as, it is 
admirable. <All honor should-be given to 
the woman who so nobly defended the 
rights and honor of her sex, bu’ posterity 
should not neglect to cherish. the memory 
of the gentleman who apologized—and

CARDINAL MCLOSKEY’s EARLY LOVE, WHO 


WAS THE NIECE OF A QUEEN.

In the death of Mrs. Parmelia Crane, 
aged 92, Chicago has lost a most remarkable 
character. She was born at Truro, Mass., and at 
the age of 15 married Mr. Charles Adams, a dis- 
tant connection of John Quincy Adams. Her 
husband was Captain and part owner of the 
Ploughboy, a sailing vessel running between 
Boston and Baltimore. In those days a trip 
of such a character was considered a risky un- 
dertaking, and much anxiety was felt forthe 


safety of voyagers. At the age of 19 she was 
taken to Baltimore by her husband and placed 


in care of an old family friend, while 
he was to make another trip to Bose 
ton and back. While on the way a ter- 
rible sprung up. during which the 


ale 

PicmunGer. with its Captain ana ali hands, went 
to the bottom. At the house in which she re- 
sided in Baltimore were quite a number of 
young people who were fond of pleasure, and 
who made the house resound with their merry- 
making. Her great sorrow at the fate she felt 
had befallen her husband moved her to seek a 
quieter abode, and the place selected for her by 
her husband's friend was none other than the 
residence of the mother of Cardinal McCloskey, 
who hved a retired widowed life with her son, 
The Cardinal was then preparing for the priest- 

ood. The two women became endeared to each 
other, and the young student, it is said, looked 
with favoring eyes upon the youthful widow. 
Being one of the most studious of young men, 
his attentions to Mrs. Adams were marked by a 
quiet but most sincere regard. So far did he 
forget for the moment his theological prospects 
that he proposed for the hand of the widow in 
marriage. In speaking of the affair in after 
time Mrs. Crane used to comment upon the 
depth of devotion the young student evinced 
for her. She not being of the same faith, he in- 
timated their difference in the matter of relig- 
ion need be no bar, as in the event of her con- 
sent he would arrange that matter satisfactorily. 

‘ So,” the old lady would say, “through my de- 

clination of his proposal the Catholic Church 
gained one of its most notable dignitaries.” 

She did not marry for seven years after the 
death of Capt. Adams,and then wedded Mr. 
Joseph Crane, of Quincy, Mass. In 1852 the 
family came to Illinois and settled ona farm at 
Plato, in Kane binge gs Her second husband, 
though an old man at the time, went on the call 
to arms in the Eighth Heavy Artiliery, and dur- 
ing a campaign through Kentucky in 1862 died 
at Bowling Green, he being 64 years of age. The 
widow came to Chicago and has lived for the 
bast 23 years with her daug ter and son-in-law. 
Mrs. and Mr. Edward Smith, at No. 292 Fulton- 
street. She had been sick for about 10 weeks 
betore her death, but ¢o the end retained full 
use of all her faculties. Her end was exceed- 
ingly peaceful, the spirit leaving the body with 
scarcely a perceptible flutter. 

Her death calls to mind the fact that she was 
a niece of Queen Fanny Young Kekelaokalani, 
of the Sandwich Islands, Queen Fanny being the 
mother of Queen Emma, who died some years 
azo. Her uncle, John Young, who was @ seAa- 
faring man, ran away from home when young, 
and took to a sailor’s life. On one voyage the 
ship was wrecked, and the crew made their way 
in boats to one of the isiands. Knowing the man- 
eating tendency of the inhabitants, Young hid 
himself in a hogshead that had floated ashore, 
and thus saved himself from the fate of his com- 
panions who were sacrificed to the appetite of 
the natives. He was discovered soon, how- 
ever, and his discoverer was the future Queen 
Fanny, then a member of the King’s house- 
hold. Young afterward married her ana was 
raised to the position of the King’s adviser. 
Through Youne’s influence Christianity was 
encouraged, he being the first that was able to 
doanythinge in the direction of civilizing the 
people. He built the first house on the island, 
the ruins of which are still sacredly preserved. 
It was made of cocoa wood and dobey, with the 
aid of a boat hatchet saved from the wreck and 
a wooden trowel, and was whitewashed with 
lime made from coral fished out of the sea by 
the natives. Young’s life was so full of good 
works for the people that to this day they will 
raise their caps or kneelin front of his tomb. 
There are many interesting relics in the posses- 
sion of the family on Fulton-street, among 
which area photograph of Queen Emma and 
one of the ruins of the old Young house.

The Rev. Dr. A. P. Peabody is so widely

Boston and Cambridge. In the old university 
town ro one has endeared himself so much as 
the good doctor; his benignant glance, beaming 
through his gold spectacies, has been a perpetual 
encouragement to the students, and during the 
long periog in which he was Plummer Professor 
of Christian Morals he gained alike their respect 
and love. Dr. Peabody is now 74 years 
of age, having been born in _ Beverly, 
Mass., in 181L. He graduated at Harvard in 
1826, numbering among his classmates such 
men as Prof. George W. Hosmer, the late Sam- 
uel Foster Haven, the archeologist, President 
Oliver Stearns, the late Robert Rantoul, the 
jate J. Thomas Stevenson, the late Samuel A. 
Walley, and Dr. Edward Jarvis. For many years 
he was settled at Portsmouth, N. H., and in 1854 
he became editor of the North American Keview. 
His ‘* Lectures on Christian Doctrine” have gore 
through many editions, and his **Sermons on 
Consolation” have also had a wide circulation. 
But Dr, Peabody’s personality is greater and 
better than his books, excellent as they are. 
The shock which has been given to him by the 
complete loss of his bearing is very great. At 
his age this sudden attack is a serious thing, but 
itisto be hoped that his physicians will find 
some means to restore him to heaith.

* THE SMALLPOX SCOURGE. 


MORTALITY IN MONTREAL SINCE THE BE 

; GINNING OF THE OUTBREAK. 
MONTREAL, Nov. 11. — The Board of 

Health has issued a statement showing the total 


number of persons who have died of smallpoy 


since the beginning of the outbreak. Of the 
2,641 victims of the disease 2,404 were French 
Canadians, 140 other Catholics, and 97 Protest 
ants. Two thousand two hundredand severty- 
nine were children under 10 years of age, 
There were 1,018 deaths in St. Mary’s Ward and 
775 in St. James’s. These are the two wards 
where vaccination was most neglected and re- 
ligious processions were most numerous, 

QuEBEC, Nov. 11.—A case of smallpox 
has been discovered at the Citadel. The patient, 
a member of Capt. Roy’s battery, which is now 
doing duty there, has been removed to the hos. 
pital. One death from smalipox occurred in 
this city to-day. 

St, CATHARINES, Ontario, Nov. 11.—This 
city is now free from sma .oox. The entire 
number of cases was 10. One death occurred.

OVER A MILLION FOR MISSIONS, 


The General Missionary Committee of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church was in session 
all day yesterday and in the evening at Broad- 
way and Eleventh-street making appropriations 
for the church missions for the ensuing year. 
The foreign missions were first taken up, and 
were voted $438,596, of which $7,000 will go to 
Africa, $23,075 to South America, $93,086 to 
China, and $24,600 to Germany and Switzer- 
land. Scandinavia will receive $51,794, India 

83,700, Bulgaria and Turkey $14,166, Italy 
29,7388, Mexico $43,038, Japan $42,600, and 
Corea $9,811. The missions in this country not 
in annual conferences next received attention. 
These embrace nearly all of the Territories. 
The committee voted $73,200 for them, of which 


$19,550 will go to Utah. The appropriations 


for domestic missions will cover work 
in the various conferences among the 
Welsh, Swedes, Norwegians. Scandinavians, 
Germans, French, Chinese, and Eng.ish, and 


can Indians were given $1,000 for the Central 
New-York Mission, $800 for the Yakimas In- 
dians on the Columbia River, $700 for the In- 
dians in the Detroit Conference, $450 for the 
Genesee Indians; Michigan, $800; Montana, 
$1,000; Northern New-York, $500; the Nook- 
sacks, of Puget Sound, $500, and Wiscon- 
sin, $200—a total of $5,950. The Bohemians of 
the Rock River and East Ohio Conference will 
be helped with $1,300. 

Appropriations for English-speaking missiong 
throughout the country occupied the commit- 
tee during the evening. The total set apart for 
these missions is $384,400. and for miscelianeoug 
expenses $86,000, making a grand total of 

908,966, of which $27,000 was raised up to the 
end of the fiscal year, Oct. 31. A report was re- 
ceived that the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society had appropriated for the ensuing year 
every and that the Woman’s Home Missionary 

ociety had appropriated $60,600, making a total 
to be spent under the missionary societies of 
the church of $1,155,236.

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DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


SALVINI AS CAIUS MARCIUS. 

For the first time in his life Salvini en- 
acted the character of Cais Marcius Corio!auus 
last evening at the Metropolitan Opera Hou-e. 
The performance was memorable, and the 
first cf Shakespeare’s three Roman _ trage- 
éies should hereafter be given a promi- 
nent place in the repertory of the _Ital- 
ian tragedian. As might have been ex-

pected, his conception of Coriolanus is vastly , 
different from that hitherto accepted on the | 


English stage. The Caius Marcius of ta-t even- 
ing wasa bearded warrior, restless and impetu- 
ous rather than statuesque, natural and human 
rather than classical and conventional in 
speech and action. The whole performance was 
notable both for simplicity and finish, strenzth 
and refinement; and people who were wi-e or 
lucky enouch to witness it will carry forever in 
their minds the memory of the grand, majestic 
fivure of the insultea patrician, solitary among 
the empty chairs of the Senators, hurling a pas- 
sionate malediction upon tri ‘unes and citizens. 

The great charm of the character of Corio- 
lanus is his perfect consistency. He follows his 
course unswervingly, and the headlong fury 
with which he rushes to destruction in the end 
is quite in keeping with the sentiment and prin- 
ciple governing all bis actions. For Caius 
Marcius was not of a type of manhood 
which has ever been of great benefit to the 
world. He was one-sided, bitterly prejudiced, 
intensely egotistical. His valor was unbounded, 


bis private life withouta blemish; but while be 
reviled the common citizens of Rome for their 
restless and quarrelsome disp»%sition, he was 
himself of quick and ungovernable temper 
when aroused. As translated and transficured 
from the pages of Plutarch by the genius of 
Shakespeare, Coriolanus is the ideal patrician, a 
complex, heroic, and picturesque figure; a 
famous soldier, but no politician; a gentieman 
in fact as well as in his own estimation; for he 
is 2 model of filial gratitude and devotion, an 
affectionate husband. gracious and modest in 
his demeanor toward all womankind, and a 
trusty, generous comrade in camp or on the 
march. Hescorn~ the plebeians, but he makes 
no pretense of Joving them. Shakespeare could 
not have admired the character of Coriolanus, 
but he pictures him with an impartial hand; his 
virtues are set forth as distinctly as his faults, 
There is indeed a touch of the Ang o-Saxon 
in the unyielding pride and arrogance of 
this nobie Roman: the poet must have filled out 
his picture from observation of many models, 
more or less perfect after their kind, who 
adorned the Court of Britain’s Virgin Queen. The 
w.rl!} does not love such herve’ as Caius Mar- 
cius, for the world is largely composed of the 
common toilers whom the Reman hated 
because of their commonness and  twil. 
But the splendor of his deeds, the power 
of his will,and his forlorn and pathetic end 
make him a fascinating characterin history and 
on the stage. On the stage indeed Coriolanus 
is a most imposing figure, and many of the old- 
schoo: English actors ot ample physique and, 
strong voices vained fame in this play of 
Shakespeare. Its manv long and eloquent 
speeches— from the defiance of the hungry mob 
jn the very first scene tothe famous taunt to 
Aufdius, 
“ Alone I did it!—Boy !—” 

bave commended the partto the attention of 
virile actors. The play was prominent in the 
repertory of Jonn Kemble, Macready, and Ed- 
win Forrest: Creswick, Anderson. and Vanden- 
hoff. good actors of the second rank, were fond 
ot playing aius Marcius. Within the lastseven 
years this tragedy has been produced in New- 

ork by voor Jobn McCullough and Ludwig 
Barnay. Still the play has never been very pop- 
ular, because its hero does not command the 
sympathy of audiences. 

Salvini’s coception of this character, as we 
have said, differs greatly from that held toin 
the past by our own players. He does not, to 
quote the late G. H. Lewes, ** strike 12 o’clock at 
once.” His performance is as remarkable tor 
cumulative forceas it is for naturalness, pict- 
uresqueness, and finish. Im the first scene his 
address to the hungry citizens is delivered in a 
moderate tone of voice, with almost piayful 
sarcasm, and the apostrophe to the prowess of 
Tullus Aufidius is not made the burden of a 
shout, but is an honest and thoughtful ex- 
pression of admiration for a brave foe whose 
arms may prove victorious. His taunt to the 
mob as he turns before leaving the scene 
is spoken with a scornful smile upon his 
face. There is notatoucn of bombast in it all. 
Salvini isa mighty warrior, and his combat with 
half a dozen Volsces would be most impressive 
if the Voulsces themselves had fewer of the 
traits of the Irish-American supernumerary. 
As it was, the battie scenes last evening held 
the sober attention of the spectators, and the 
eplendia passage at the close of Act I., in which 
the sensitive modesty of the hero’s nature is ro- 
vealed, was acted with exquisite art. There isa 
passage here which it has pleased Shakespearean 
commentators to point toasexhibiting Marcius’s 
utter lack of sympathy with the common 
people. The hero has but one reward to 
ask for, namely, freedom for that por citizen 
ot Corioli who once had “used tim well; but 
be cannot remember the citizen’: name. Salvini 
makes it clear that this loss of memory, accord- 
ing to bis conception, waslargely due to fatigue 
and the chafing of his wounds. He asks 
the favor in a tender, compassionate tone, 
but when the name is demanded, he stax- 
gers, grasps the arm of Cominius, and smiles 
as he presses his hand to his brow and_ shakes 
his head. The hero needs rest, forthe day has 
been a hard one. “Have we no wine here?” 
he feebly asks. Surely thisisa reasonable ren- 
dering of the passave. Coriolanus was proud 
and vindictive, but he was not heart‘ess. 

The scene of the meeting with his mother and 
his wife after the wars was invested with wentle- 
ness and sincerity, although he omits, unwisely, 
we think, the saiutation to Valeria, which 
has much significance and value in the 
development of the character of Coriolanus. 
Though crowned with th: oak, the hero of the 
hour, with the trumpets blaring his praise aid 
the heralds prociaiming it, he is still among his 
friends the simple, courteous gentieman. The 
scene with the citizens, after the Senate has 
pa ned him Consul, was managed with rare tact 
and discernment; the outwurst of wrath upon 
-tbe tribunes was forcibly delivered, the succeed- 
ing svene of hesitation and remonstrance with 
Volumnia was one of wonderful! beauty,whiie the 
thrilling close of the third act, which we have 
already menti ned, was an exnibition of 
genuine vower which no other ector of 
the present day could approach. The 
parting of Coriolanus from his family, a 
most pathetic episode, the fearless en- 
counter with Aufidius in the Volscian’s home, 
ana the last sad scene, which in Salvini'’s 
version of the trageiy includes both the 
triumpb of Volumnia and the death of 
tbe hero, were performed with consistent 
artistic purpose and sustained power. The 
bearing of the gereat actor during the affectin 
interview between Coriolanus and his mother 
deserves to be studied by young actors. 
The value of repose was never more 
strikingly illustrated. Everybody capabie 
pf appreciating good acting should see 
Salvini as Coriolanus, for the impersonation 
is of .surp ssing merit, truthful, vigurous, 
eloquent, and impressive. The genera! repre- 
sentation of tne play was not good, although 
the Aufiaius of Mr. Alexander Sa'!vini was cred- 
itable, Miss Viola Allen wasa graceful and sat- 
istactory Virgilia,and some of the other actors 
had mastered the text before they tried to 
speak it. 


ITALIAN OPERA. 


“L’Africaine”’ is not an opera that can 
be hurried upon the stage even when the per- 
formers concerned in it are artists of the 
bighest rank. As the reader need scarce. 
ly be reminded, it is an achievement 
of. exceptional proportions and elaborate- 
ness, and it differs trom “The Huguenot °* 
for example, in that its excellences are less ap- 
preciable through the meaium of an imperfect 
representation than the beauties of the earlier 
work. Just at present it muy be doubted if any 
opera house the world over could offer a 
satisiactory rendering of either opera. The great 
sopranos, tenors, and baritones that in bygone 


years were united in productions of “The 
Huguenots” and “ L’Africaine” are scattered 
in every direction, and while there are temples 
of the iyric drama in Eur: pe where a general 
representation of interest is trequently enjoyed, 
we know of noie in which xan idea! Selika, 


Va co, and Nejusko or an impressive Valentine, 


Raoui, and Marcel are to be beleld on one and 
the same occasion. There is small cause for 
wonder, under these circumstances, that Mr. 
Mapieson’s performunce of “ L’Africaine”— 
a pertormance that mu-t huve been gotten up 
rather hastily, and witb the aid of a no! too 
Wel| balancea company—should have been sume- 
what d«tective, And, bearing in mind the tact 


that there were many enjoyable traits in yes. 
terduy’s entertainment, it Mey be _ hinted 
that there is ground for gratitude that 
the manuver shou:d have broken in upon 
the monotony of * Lucia” and * La Sonnambu- 
la” with a taste of something fresher. Many 
fiaws in iast night’s work were clearly the result 
of a pauvity of rehearsals, for frequent differ- 


ences of opinion arose between the conductor 
and the singers as to the time to be taken, and 


the band was not exactly at its best. The 
weaknesses of the performance—and these, it 
should be noted, were particularly numer- 
ous in the first half of the opera— 
were chiefly to be ascribed to the un- 
even work done by Mme. Hauk and Mlie. Dotti. 
Selika’s first air was badly sung, and Mme. 
Hauk did little to efface the untortuvate im- 
pression of her initial effort until the fourth 
act was reached, when she and Signor Giannini 


rendered the fine duet. with uncommon feeling, 

tonal beauty, and effectiveness.

MISS ANDERSON AS JULIET. 

Seoff as men may at sentiment in the 
higbways of daily lite, there is something in the 
old, old story that goes homeward to the heart 
at every repetition. Poetry and song may find 
their inspiration in sterner thoughts than hover 
around a lady’s bower, but they are nearest 
truth when nearest love. Andso it is that wher- 
ever men live who are heirs to the riches of 
Sbakespeare’s tongue “ Romeoand Juliet” will 
be the one drama whose infinite variety age 
cannot staie nor custom wither. A _ genera- 
tion pever goes by without producing 
some women who can act Juliet. A year 
never goes by without producing those who 
make the hazardous attempt. Yet those who 
can act the part are rare, those who can look it 
still rarer, and those who can both look and act 
it are rare and lovely as the night-blooming 
cereus. Shakespeare himself has told the story 


of this p!ay in another of his dramas in ttis de- 
scription of th se two in the forest who no 
svoner met than they looked, no sooner looked 
then they loved, no sooner toved than they 
sig ed, no sooner sighed than they inquired 
the reson, and straightway sought’ the 
remedy. That this swift. overwhelming 
flood of love should sweep down upon the life of 
one so young as Juliet, and transform the timid 
heart of a wirl to the pulsating soul of a woman, 
makes the character one of deep requirements, 
calling for the bloom of youth, the full blossom 
of loveliness, and the ripe culture of art. That 
one woman should combine all this were a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished. That Mary 
Anderson makes some approach to it is reason 
for thankfulness). When she came forward 
once more in the rile at the Star Thea- 
tre last night, surrounded by an _ elabo- 
rate combination of artistic stage effects, 
she was welcomed by a large and kindly 
audience of people who have learned to value 
her performance of Juliet. Miss Anderson is 
not a perfect Juliet, but she is a very lovely one. 
When she first bursts upon the eve, clad in a 
flowing blue robe, she is a picture to delight and 
surprise. Later, when the changeful episodes o? 
the drama require of her the expression of 
anguish and despair, she rises to stateliness of 
aspect. That Miss Anderson is not a perfect 
Juliet appears to be due to the limitations of 
her rature, not to flaws in her art. In the 
gracefulness and ingenuousness of the 
yuung girl, emitten with her first love 
as with a boit of fire, she carries 
the sweetness of herart to the most infinitesi- 
mal perfection of detail. Not a bend ofthe 
willowy figu’e, nota glance of the gray eves 
has been left to mere chance. Intellixent and 
ambitious study has imprinted the mark of 
culture on every movement. But the lovely 
picture is but a picture stiil. The breath of 
life, the surge of passion, 1s not there. And yet 
she isa Juliet full of sweet moods and touching 
actions. The dawn of grief transforms this pict- 
ure into something instinct withsoul. Suffering 
and despair are the conditions in which this 
Juliet thrives hest. Therefore it was not till after 
the death of Tybalt taat Miss Anderson reached 
the tull measure of her powers last night. She 
was wont in tormer days to win her audience in 
the chamber scene where she sees the vision of 
what may dawn upon her should Friar Lau- 
rence’s potion too soon release her from the 
bonds of insensibility. Last night this great 
scene did not fail ber, nor did she failit. Her 
declamation was fraught with earnest feeling, 
and her climax was of genuine power. The au- 
dience was aroused to warmest enthusiasm, and 
called her before the curtain again and again. 
Thence to the end of the play she was mis- 
tress of her part, and played it with most 
admirable force, picturesqueness, and judg- 
ment. The curtain fell upon what was for her 
anew triumph and yetanold one. Her Juliet 
was meliower and smoother than of old, but in 
its essential characteristics it was the same as 
ever. Thesupport of the company was in the 
main good. The most praiseworthy performance 
was that of Mrs. Billington as the nurse. It was 
a most excellent piece of acting. Mr. J. Forbes- 
Robertson’s Romeo did not lack earnestness aiid 
feeling, but it failed, just as, this gentie- 
man’s other impersonations have, in smoothness 
and repose. Mr. F. H. Mackiin was only an 
acceptable Mercutio. But though faults might 
easily be pointed out in incividual perform- 
ances, the general work of the company was 
agreeable. ‘The production was elaborate in 
pint of scenic display and costumes. There 
were 15 scenes, painted by Hawes Craven, Bruce 
Smith, O*Connor, and two other English scenic 
artists of less note. Though tne work of the 
stage carpenter and property man did much 
toward the effectiveness of these scenes, 
there was much that was fresh in their 
drawing and color. The conventionality 
ot the average stage setting and the 
glitter and unreality’o! the average spectacle 
were both happily ab-ent. The balcony scene, 
the cell of Friar Laurence, and the chamber of 
Juliet,showing a part of the exterior, were ad- 
mirable specimens of scenic art. The costumes 
wornin the play were rich and tasteful. The 
movement and appearance of the masses of 
peope used to form the buckground for the 
principal characters was excellent, and the 
struggle between the Montague and Capulet 
retainers at the end of the first scene was a 
striking piece of stage business. The stage 
management of Napier Lothian, Jr.. deserves 
enerous prai-e. As a whole the production 
s excelient and reflects great credit upon Miss 
Anderson’s manager.

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THE LATE JOHN M’CULLOUGH. 


PRIVATE FUNERAL SERVICES AT HIS LATE 
HOME. 

PuruaDELPHiA, Novy. 11.—The private 
funeral services over the body of John McCul- 
lough were held to-night at his late residence, 
No. 219 East Thompson-street. Early in the 


| evening the street became blocked with bhun- 


dreds of men, women, and children, most of 
whom were neighbors and all ot whom 
were eager to take a last view 
of the dead actor's face. There were several 
policemen on guard at the front of the 
modest little dwelling early in the evening, 
but at 7 o’clock the crowd had increased 
to such proportions that it was found 
necessary to double the force to hold 
the throng in check. At 7:30 o'clock the 
first door was thrown open,and the crowd, 
after realizing that their hopes were to be ful- 
filled, became quiet and obeyed the injunctions 
of the officers to form in line and pass as rapid- 
ly as possible by the casket and out 
through = the back door. For more 
than two hours a constant stream 
of people passed through the little parlor, 
in the centre of which lay the body of the dead 
actor, who was better known to those who 
looked on his face as a neighbor and a friend. 
There were many wet eyes among the throng 
that filed past the casket. One old woman who 
led a weeping child said in a husky voice: ‘* He 


Was very good to the children.” The most 
pathetic scene of the eveniag was when the little 
eranddaughter of the actor entered the parlor 
at the conclusion of the services. Sbe looked for 
a full mirute at the cold, white face, and 
then, standing upon her tip toes, kissed 
the cold lips. Up to this time her lips 
had been tightly drawn together and her 
fists tightly clenched in a heroic endeavor to 
suppress a!l show of emotion, but after the last 
kiss had been imprinted on the cold lips her 
resolution broke down, and she was carried from 
the room in a puroxysm of grief. The sister and 
the two sons kissed the dead face in final leave- 
taking, and then it was consigned to the artists. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock, and after the front 
door bad been closed on the crowd that still 
blocked the street in front of the house, the 
Rev. Robert Hunter, of the Kensington Presby- 
*terian Church, announced that the services 
would begin. Those who remained in the par- 
lors were about 20 relatives of the family anda 
few intimate friends. Mr. Hunter read a chap- 
ter from the Bible, and then the choir sang 
** Beyond the smiling and the weeping.” Mr. 
Hunter tollowed with an address, the tenor of 
which was to console the family and relatives. 
He divided those who mourned for the dead 
actor into two circles, one the large circle that 
took in thousands in this and other lands, and 
the smaller circle of relatives and friends. To 
the latter he spoke words of consolation indi- 
vidually, and reserved his address to the larger 
circle for to-morrow morning. 

After the sermon the choir sang ‘“ Nearer, my 
God, to Thee,” and then Mr. Hunter pronounced 
the benediction. The choir was composed of 
John Gibson, James Tease, Mary E. and 
Maegie Moffitt, and Sophie Meyers. of 
the Kensington Presbyterian Church. At the 
conclusion of the services the doors 
were thrown open again and about 200 
more people were permitted to look at 
the dead face. The casket was placed in 
the centre of the front parlor, and was support- 
ed by two Diack pillars trimmed with silver. 
The casket was lined with white satin and 
covered with black cloth. The body was 
dressed in an evening suit and the 
feet were encased in patent leather pumps, 
The bands rested on the thighs and the face was 
a little inclined to the left. The face was thin 
but otherwise looked very much as in life. 
On the mantel was an imperial photograph 
of McCullough, and vases on either side were 
filled with palm leaves and roses. Under the pict- 
ure was a large wreath of violets and roses sent 
by Emma Nevada-Paimer. Onthe table at the 
head of the casket was an immense pillow of 
roses, chrysanthemums, daisies, and violets, 
and in the middle in violets were the 
words “At Rest.” This was the gift of 
Joseph S&S. Eastland, of San _ Francisco. 
An immense and beautiful urn, formed of roses 
and white chrysantbemums, stood on an- 
other table. This was sent by John T. 
Raymond. When the services had been con- 
cluded and the last farewell look had been 
taken by the friends and relatives the parlors 
were closed, and H. H. Kitson, of Paris, F ance, 
and-Henry J. Ellicott, of this city, two well 
known artists, were ieft alone with the dead for 
the purpose of making a cast of the face. When 
this had been accomplished the casket was 
closed, and shortly before midnight it was placed 
in a hearse and taken to St. George’s Hall, where 
the public funeral will take place to-morrow. 
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FREE TRADE CONFERENCE, 


—_—_—_—.—___—_ 
OPENING OF THE ANNUAL MEETING AT 
CHICAGO YESTERDAY. 


Curcaco, Nov. 11.—The national confer- 
ence of free traders and revenue reformers met 
in Haverly’s Minstrel Hall shortly after 10 
o’clock this morning. Some 200 delegates were 
in attendance from all parts of the country. The 
conference was called to order by the President, 
the Hon. David A. Wells, after which Gen. 
Stiles, of Chicago, delivered an address of wel- 


come. Some routine business was transacted, 
and then the reportof R. R. Bowker, Honorary 
Secretary of the conference, wasread. Mr. Bow- 
ker stated that there were State organi- 
zations in behalf of revenue reform in 
13 States and local organizations in many 
other States. Most of these are in relation 
with the American Free Trade League, 
which is now organized as a national associa- 
tion. Mr. Bowker hoped the conference would 
-elect aman from each State who woul become 
a promoter of the organization throughout his 
State and its general representative in relation 
to the free trade movement. He urged upon 
free traders the necessity of planning for a 
great cumpuign, the first step toward which is 
the raising of a fund of $20,000, which will be 
needed this and next year in view of the Con- 
gressional elections of 1586. A third of that sum 
is already pledged, and, said Mr. Bowker, “ we 
will show before New Year’s Day, 1887. such use 
ot itthat the country will then come to our 
support as England came to the support of Cob- 
den and Bright.” An address on ** The Tariff and 
its Relations to Farmers’ was read by J. Q 
Smith. of Ohio. 

Ex-Gov. J. Sterling Morton, of Nebraska, was 
unanimously elected Chairman of the conven- 
tion. A Committee on Re olutions, consisting 
of one member from each State delegation, was 
appointed in the afternoon. This committee 
was requested to remain and listen to an op:n 
discussion of the principies of free trade before 
retiring to draft the resolutions. A lively inter- 
change of opinions followed, in which the 
greater part of the delegates participated. 
There was a decided difference of opinionin re- 
gard to the proper method of instructing the 
Committee on Resolutions, and before anything 
was arrived at the business session of the con- 
vention adjourned until to-morrow. 

A large audience, containing a fair sprinkling 
of iadies, assembled in Central Music Hall to- 
night for the purpose of listening to free trade 
speeches announce: to be delivered by Henry 
Watterson, J. Sterling Morton, Frank Hurd, and 
others. A telegram was read from Mr. Watter- 
son, expressing disappointment that at the last 
moment he found himself unable to be 
present. Ex-eGov. Morton, in the course of 
a short address, stated that Chicago, by a 
special act of Congress, after the great fire was 
exempted from duties on everything but lum- 
ber. The people of the city only wanted the 
right to buy where they could buy cheapest. If 
this was a good thing for Chicago, why not for 
Nebraska and the whole Western country? Con- 
tinuing, he said the negroes in the South were 
once deprived of all their earnings. The farmer 
who is now compelled to pay a tax of 25 per 
cent. only lacks 75 per cent. of being a slave. 

Benjamin Reese, of Toledo, said he had under 
him 2.000 miners in the Hocking Valley starving 
for want of corn, and Iowa was burning corn 
for fuel. Had there been a proper method of 
exchange between the United States and foreign 
countries, lowa wouid have sold her corn and 
with the money bought Obio coal, andthe Ohio 
miners would have had money and wages to buy 
corn. Mr. Dargan, of South Carolina, and Gen. 
William Trumbull, of Chicago, followed, 

The conciuding speech of the evening was 
made by ex-Congressman Frank Hurd, of To- 
ledo, Who in eloquent words declared: “ Who- 
ever own my labor ownsme. Whoever con- 
trols the wages of my toil is my master. Every 
dollar of increase of price on account of mis- 
catled protection means a day of slavery 
for me.” Over 1,500,000 men, continued the 
speaker, are said by Grand Master Powderly, of 
the Knights of Labor, to be able and willing to 
work and yetare out of employment inthe 
United States. Why? Because our mills are id e 
on account of no demand, the result of so-called 
“overproduction.”* Thnat word is only another 
term for ‘*no market,” caused by the absence of 
freedom for trade and by the ignurant sefishness 
of protected manufacturers. 

Atthis point the anarchist Gorsuch, of this 
city, who had taken a -eat among the delegates, 
arose, and, declaring bimselt a free trader, de- 


manded permission to ask Mr. Hurd a question, 
The audience, ignorant of the interrogator's 
identity, seconded him in his effort. * Why," 
he shouted in stentorian tones, **do not those 
1,500. men organize ao industry for them- 
selves against the protected manufacturers? 
That is the question of a Socialist.” The rest of 
his remarks were drowned in hisses, and the au- 
dience auickly left the hall.

DEATH OF CHARLES J. OSBORN. 
—_—-~»----—- 
ONE OF THE BOLDEST OPERATORS IN 
WALL-STREET. 

Charles J. Osborn, one of the boldest and 
most successful operators known in Wall-street 
during the last score of years, died at his Fifth- 
avenue home at about 10 o’clock last night. 
Bright’s disease, complicated by other troubles, 
killed him. Mr, Osborn was born at Bell- 
port, Long Island, a little over 48 years 
ago, and, while yet a mere stripling, came 
to New-York to get a start in life. Good fortune 


sent him to the leather house of famous old 
Israel Corse, in the Swamp, and there in build- 
ing fires, sweeping out store rooms, and running 
errands began the business career of the future 
millionaire. Hs cheery disposition made him 
friends; his habits kept them. Big-hearted, ever 
ready to serve a friend, he had no lack of offers 
of substantial assistance from among the old 
merchants of the Swanip when be reached man- 
hood and began to look about fora chance to 
establish himself in business. 

One of his first ventures was'with the bouse of 
James Dart & Co., but financial disaster over- 
took that firm, and for a time Mr. Osborn, 
broken in health, rested in Havana. When he 
returned to New-York the old **Gold Room” 
was thriving in Wall-street, and he be- 
gan his speculative career. There he first 
met Addison Cammack, and, becoming as- 
sociated as brokers, they did one of 
the best businesses in the Street, both 
partners winning reputations for bold specula- 
tions upon their own account. Mr. Cammack in 
time, however, retired from the brokerage firm 
and Jay Gould and Henry N. Smith, who re- 
cently tailed for two or three millions, anxious 
to secure the co-vperation of so bright and push- 
ing a young man, were glad to put $100,000 
apiece into the firm as special partners. 

Through Osborn Gould made many of his 
greatest moves. Gould and Osborn went into 
Wall-street about the same time, and their deal- 
ings together frequently reached millions at a 
time, but Mr. Osborn’s friends have often boast- 
ed that not only was he never under any obliga- 
tion to Gould, but that he never would consent 
to associate with him in any other wav 
than in the strictest bnsiness sense. It 
was not a partnership of friends; there 
was little congeniality between the men. 
Osborn was as open-hearted, generous, and cor- 
dial as Gould was narrow, irresponsible, and 
selfish. It is related that Osborn finally cut 
Gould wholly, and tora time not only refused 
to have any business relations wtth him, but be- 
gan an onslaught upon him which cost that 
speculator many hundred thousand dollars. 
Gould had betrayed Osborn in a Northern Pa- 
cific deal; it was in Lake Shore that Osborn 
pinched back. 

Charlie Osborn—everybody in Wall-street 
hailed him as ‘*Charlie’’—retired from active 
business two years ago, though he continued bis 
special partnership of $250,000 with his old firm, 
and even upto the present bull boom bis hand 
has been often distinguishable in extensive spec- 
ulative operations. His ventures were often for 
almost fabuJous sums, and not even Woer- 
ishoffer has ever been more daring or 
more uniformly successful. His_ estate, 
the outcome of bis speculations, is esti- 
mated as worth over $5,000,000. His home 
on Fifth-avenue, a few doors above Jay Gould’s 
residence, is one of the most substantial houses 
in the fashionable part of the city, but it is as 
nothing compared with the Summer house he 
completed only a few months ago at Mama- 
roneck on the Sound. A castie isthe house 
there, and the grounds are most superbly laid 
out; over $300,000 was his fnvestment in this, a 
home at which he was lever to spend even one 
day of enjoyment. Next Summer it was his 
purpose to entertain extensively there. 

Mr. Osborn married when he was 24 years old, 
and while yet he was working asa clerk for $12 
a week. His bride was the sister of Mr. Clement 
Trowbridge, in late years Mr. Osborn’s Wall- 
street partner. Mrs. Osborn and one son, 
Howell, glready known in speculative circles, 
survive. r. Osborn cared little for society. 
He bad no taste for club life. Yachting was his 
favorite pastime, and as owner of the Dread- 
naught he was a long time conspicuous. He 
was a member of both the New-York and 
American Yacht Clubs.

MATTERS OF CATHOLIC INTEREST, 


THE DECREES OF THE PLENARY COUNCIL 
AND THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 11.—Dr. D. J. O’Con- 
nell, who was commissioned by the late Catholic 
Plenary Council to bear the decrees formulated 
by that body to the Pope, returned to this city 
this morning, after having completed his mis- 
sion. Dr. O’Connell, on his arrival, immediately 
repaired to the archiepiscopal residence and de- 
livered the decrees to the Apostolic Delegate 


and President of the council, Archbishop Gib- 
bons. He stated in a general way that there was 
nothing in the decrees of a radical or of a polit- 
ical nature. The Catholic Church was not the 
follower or supporter of any political party or 
system. The decrees dealt solely with family 
matters, so to speak— matters inside of the Cath- 
olic Church. Their ultimate purpose was merely 
to further a broader and more plentiful diffu- 
sion of the benefits of Christianity. _ 

To-night Dr. D. J. O’Connell, with the ap- 
proval of Archbishop Gibbons, made public the 
list of the decrees of the Plenary Council held in 
this city last December, which have been ap- 
proved by the Pope. The list is divided into 11 
general Leadings. which sre subdivided into 
chapters and sections, Part First treats at leneth 
of the Catholic faith ani its advantages. Part 
Second concerns ecclesiastical personages, and is 
divided into the following chapters: I. The 
Bishops. 11. Diocesan Consulters. IlI, Exam- 
iners of the Diocesan Clergy. IV. Clerical 
Trials. V. Immovable Rectors. VF: Concerning 
the coming together of the clergy for discussion; 
VII. Concerning Diocesan Clergy. This chapter 
treats of the diocese of those to be ordained, 
of those engaged in active clerical duties, those 
incapacitated by sickness, and of those who have 
disgraced their calling. Chapter VIIT. is devoted 
to the life and morality of the clergy. Chapter 
IX, is upon ** The Regular'Clergy.”’ Part Third 
is devoted to divine worship. Following are 
the chapters: Chapter I. The faculty of 
& priest saying two masses in one day. 
II, The uniformity in feast day and fasts. III. 
The proper observance of Sunday. IV. Sacred 
music. Part Fourth has only two chapters and 
contains the views of the council on the sacra- 
ments. In the first chapter baptism and new con- 
version are treated. Chapter IT. 1s devoted to 
matrimony. Part Fifth is devoted to clerical 
education and instruction as follows: I. Semi- 
naries for the education of boys. II. Higher 
seminary. The principal seminary. IV. 
The examination of junior priests. V. Theo- 
logical instructions. 

The sixth part of the decrees treats of Catholic 
instructions for youth. Chapter I. treats first 
of Catholic schools and their recent necessity, 
and the ways and means of increasing their 
number and maintaining them. Chapter II. 
shows the superiority of Catholic schools over 
others. Part seven is entitled ‘Christian Doc- 
trine.” It lays down how and when the faculty 
to preach isto be obeyed.’ This has reference 
to territorial right as regards preaching. 
The second chapter is on the Catechism. 
Chapter JIII., books of prayer, chapter 

V., books and 0oeriodicals. Part eighth 
is entitled ** Zeal for Souls.” This partis divided 
into three chapters. It treats first of those who 
belong inthe country and those who have re- 
cently arrived; secondly, of the Pastors placed 
over the colored people end the Indians; 
thirdly, “Society.” This chapter is divided into 
three sections: I, Prohibited societies; LI. Cer- 
tain approved societies; III. Societies for 
the promotion of temperance. Part ninth 
treats of the goods belonging to the 
priests and church, under the head “ Ec- 
clesiastic Temporalities.” The chapters are 
as follows: ** The Laws of the Church Concern- 
ing the Temporal! Possession of its Ministers,” 
“ The Duties of Bishops,” “the Remuneration 
of Priests, Principally Rectors,” *‘ The Lay As- 
sistants,”’ ** Forbidden Ways of Raising Money 
for Pious Purposes.”* Part tenth is devoted to 
the subject of ecclesiastical Judges. The 
chapters are arranged as follows: I. Dio- 
eesan courts to be appointed by the Bish- 
ops; II. The duties of the persons so appoint- 
ed (1) in matters of discipline touching 
the clergy. (2) In matrimonial cases coming 
befere the judges. Chapter ITI. is entitled 
“The Modeiof Proceeding in Serious Casesamong 
the Clergy.” First, by extra judicial means, 
that is without the Judges or by the power of 
the Bishop alone; secondly, with the judges. 
Part eleventh is regarding the interment of 
ecclesia:tics. The last part provides for the 
promulgation and execution of the decrees upon 
their final adoption. 

It will be remembered that anticipations were 
entertained in some quarters that Dr. O’Connell, 
on his return from Rome, would be able to 
throw some light upon the vexed question as to 
whether or not there would be another Ameri- 
can Cardinal, and whether Archbishop Gibbons 
would receive that dignitv in case another red 
hat was sent to the United States. When ques- 
tioned this morning concerning the Cardinalate 
he said that he knew nothing about it, and had 
heard nothing during his stay in Rome to indi- 
cate whether another American prelate would 
receive the honoror not. Dr. O’Connell said 
that when he left Rome Pope Leo was in excel- 
lent health. After completing his work in con- 
nection with the decrees Dr. O’Connell will re- 
turnto Rome to assume the duties of his posi- 
tion as Rector of the American College, 

Tne Board of Trustees of tne Catholic Uni- 
versity met at the archiepiscopal residence to- 
day at noon. There were present Archbishops 
James Gibbons, of Baltimore; J. J. Williams, of 
Boston; P. J. Ryan, of Philadelphia, and M. A. 
Cerrigan, of New-York: Bishops D. Ireland, of 
St. Paul: J. J. Keane, of Richmond; J. Lancas- 
ter Spalding, of Peoria; Martin Martey, of Da- 
kota; Mgr. John M. Farley, of New-York, and 
the Rey. Drs. John 8, Foley, of Baltimore, and 
P. L. Chapelle, of Washington. Messrs. Michael 
Jenkins, of Baltimore; Thomas E. Wagerman, 
of Washington, and Eugene Kelly, of New-York, 
were also in attendance. A prominent mem- 
ber of the conference intimated that the Trust- 
ees had very important matters under consid- 
erition, and that the result of the conference 
would show that the work of the university was 
advancing most favorably. The Catholic clergy 
and laity, he further said, would be agreeably 
surprised at the gratifying exhibit which the 
Trustees would be prepared to show at the ad- 
journment of tne session. 

At the afternoon session Bishops Ireland, of 
St. Paul; Keane, of Richmond; Spalding, of 
Peoria, and Martey, of Dakota, were authorized 
to visit the various dioceses to collect funds for 
the university. They agreed to raise $700,000 in 
this manner, which, with Miss Caldwell’s dona- 
tion of $300,000, will give the university $1,000,000 
to start with. 


KILLED ON THE RACE COURSE, 
A GENTLEMAN THROWN FROM HIS HORSE 
AT CLYDE PARK. 


Boston, Nov. 11—A shocking accident 
occurred at Clyde Park, Brookline, this after- 
noon, during the last of the Fall meet- 
ings of the Country Club, an  organ- 
ization composed of wealthy gentlemen, 
which resulted in the death of Mr. Francis 
Codman, a prominent member of the otub 
and one of the stewards of the race. 
Mr. Codman had just participated in 
and won the three-quarter-mile flat 
race, riding his own horse, Peanuts. In 
the handicap steep!ecbase, for the Glover Chal- 
lenge Cup, be wus mounted on a large chest- 
nut named Doctor, owned by Mr. L. M. 
Sargent, « horse that he had frequentiy 
ridden in  steeplechases at Clyde Park. 
Mr. Codman, who was behind at the start, was 
gaining rapidly and was plying the whip to 
secure the lead. The stone wall and the water 
jump had twice been taken in safety, but 
at the last burdle, the soft ground made a 
treacherous footing for the horse, and as 
he went over he struck’ the top 
rail of the tence. Mr. Codtman_ was 
thrown, turning a complete somersault 
and landing on his back on the soft earth. This 
would probably bave done no harm, but the 
horse fell also, striking Mr. Codman squarely on 
the chest. The animal kicked a few times and 
regaining his feet ran across the field. Mr. Cod- 
man, who remained motionless, was quickly sur- 
rounded by friends, who were shocked to find 
that he was unconscious and that the blood 
was pouring from his nose, ears, and mouth. 
Dr. George Stedman and Dr. Horacio Guz- 
man, who were present, immediately attended 
the dying man, but their efforts could avail 
nothing, and in a few minutes he breathed his 
last without regaining consciousness.

DEATH THE SECOND TIME, 
_+--_.—_— 
TWO ATTEMPTS TO COMMIT SUICIDE OR 
TWO DANGEROUS ACCIDENTS. 

A tall, well knit, dissipated looking man 
of 35, who had a brown mustache and clean cut 
features, and who wore a shabby Summer 
overcoat of dark cloth anda suit of aark stuff 
that was fashionable neither in texture nor 
make-up, went into the Sturtevant House at 6 
o’clock Tuesday morning and asked for a room 
and a meal ticket for breakfast. He was given 
Room No. 44, and after regiatering as M. J. Cos- 
tello, Clinton, Mass., paid his bill. The porter 


who accompanied him to his room saw that he 
had no baggage and thought he acted like 
a man worn out by a carouse. 

Three hours after Pellman Jackson, in passing 
along the corridor outside Costello’s room, de- 
tected an odor of gas and determined that 1t 
came from No. 44. Cashier Hitchcock was noti- 
fied, and as the guest did not respond to knocks 
at the ‘oor, and as the transom, which was open 
when Costello retired, was bolted, Mr. Hitehcock 
directed Jackson tu break into the room. He 
did so by forcing the transom, and as he slid 
into the room Costello, who was undressed and 
in bed, got up and turned off the two gas burn- 
ers, which had been turned on full and not 
lighted. He went back to bed, remarking: “I 
thought when I got into the room that gas was 
leaking somewhere.” 

Costello appeared to be sick from the gas he 
had inbaled and Mr. Hitchcock went for Dr. 
Bailey, the hotei_ physician, and returned with 
him to Costello. The latter said he had been ‘‘ on 
an awful bat,’’ and Dr. Bailey gave him some 
medicine. He ana Mr. Hitchcock took a char- 
itable view of the occurrence and the police 
were not notified. Had they been Costello would 
have been alive to-day. He was last seen at the 
hotel shortly after noon by Jackson. He then 
was in bed sleeping soundly. Two hours after 
his room was empty. 

At 10 o'clock that night Costello went to L. F. 
Schmalholz’s Cooper Unton Hotel, at Third-ave- 
nue and St. Mark’s-place, and Charles H. Died- 
rich, the clerk, gave him Room No. 25, after he 
had registered as “F. L. Jones.“ Costello ap- 
peared very jaded, but he asked Diderich for a 
newspaper. He directed Diederich to have him 
called at 8 or 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
remarked that he was going to have a good 
rest. He did not appear to have _ been 
drinking. Yesterday afternoon Diderich 
went to Room No, and found the 
door just ajar. Entering, he saw _ the 
guest comfortably tucked up in bed, his right 
arm outstretched, and the newspaper between 
his fingers, as if he had dozed off while reading 
it. Diedrich nudged the man several times 
without producing an impression and then felt 
his face. He was dead, and had apparently died 
inthe morning. The gas was out, and be had 
evidently read the paper by daylight. On the 
table were two vials and a gilass. In oneof the 
vials was elixir of bromide of potassium. The 
other had contained a solution of chloral hy- 
drate, which had been poured into the glass and 
drank. There was nothing to indicate whether 
he had intended to kill himself or had accident- 
ally taken an overdose of the medicine. 

The police seurched the room and took to the 
Fifth-street Station House Costello's effects. 
There were an open-faced gold watch, with tbe 
name “** Martin J. Costello” on the case; $88 90 
in money, 17 intricate safe or safe compartment 
and Yale lock keys on a ring, some pinchbeck 
jewelry, a memorandum relating _to the indus- 
trial branch of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, and some _ miscellaneous articles. 
Nothing in the memoranda or property revealed 
the occupation of the man. At the Sturtevant 
House it was believed that Costello had been 
there before, but neither Mr. Hitchcock nor any 
of the clerks knew anything of him.

\SOME EXPLANATIONS FROM EX- 
CONTROLLER GRANT. 
iE TALKS OF HIS RELATIONS WITH WARD— 
NEWS FROM THE ARMORY BOARD AND 
ASSESSORS’ OFFICE. 

Ex-Controller Seth Hastings Grant went 
before the Senate investigating committee yes- 
terday to purge bimself of contempt and to 
make amends for former obstinacy by telling 
nbout bis personal business relations with Ferdi- 
nand Ward. Mr. Grant was very much surprised, 
therefore, when Lawyer Strahan began to ques- 
tion him about the way he settled the taxes due 
from the elevated raiiroad millionaires just be- 
fore histerm as Controller expired. Mr. Grant 
admitted having some recollection of the “ set- 
tlement.” 

** Who appealed to you to make such a settle- 
ment ?” asked Mr. Strahan. 

“No one appealed to me,” answered Mr. 
Grant. “Tho matter had been under considera- 
tion by the Mayor and the Controller for a 
year at least. Several persons visited the Mayor 
nbout it.” 

** Who were those persons?” 

“{ cannot tell you.” 


* Did not the Mayor ever inform you ?” 

“He told me that H.O. Armour was one. I 
éon’t remember any others.”’ 

“What amount did the city claim on those 
elevated railroad taxes that had been levied by 
the Assessors ?”’ 

“IT don’t remember now. It 1s a matter of 
record.” . 

“it was upward of $3,000,000. was it not ?° 

“I think it was.’ 

“ What relation had Cyrus W. Field with the 

ttlement?” 

“— He had none that I know of, except that at 
the time of the investieation in regard to it Mr. 
Field and other officers of the road were pres- 
ent.” 

“The reduction was about $1,400,000, was it 
not, about 50 per cent, of the full amount of the 
tax?” 

* I think it was.” 

** Had that anything to do with your appoint- 
ment as Vice-President of Cyrus W. Field's bank 
(the United States Nationai) wnile the matter 
was pending?” 

“ No, Sir; it kad not.” 

** Sure of that ?”’ 

“TI am quite sure of it. Iwas not appointed 
until some time after that tax matter was en- 
tirely ciosed.” 

“When did you begin your duties in Mr. 
Fiela’s bank ?” 

On Jan. 1, 1885.” 

*“ And when did you go out of office as Con- 
troller ?”’ 

* On Dec. 10, 1884.” 

“You were surprised, you say, when the 
proposition to become an officer ot the bank was 
made to you.” 

x r, qwas surprised and also very much grati- 
ed.’ 

Mr. Strahan did not think it necessary to 
bring out the fact that after Mr. Field's purpose 
was served Mr. Grant’s resignation as an officer 
of the bank was asked for, offered, and accepted. 

Mr. Grant informed the committee that he 
was still of the opinion that he had taken the 
proper ground in refusing to talk about his 
personal transactions with Ferdinand Ward, but 
that he had decided to. waive all rights. Then 
he read this statement: ** I have had four trans- 
actions with Ferdinand Ward, one of which 
Was consummated with Grant & Ward, and 
these four comprised ali my dealings with him 
orthem. I pledged to Mr. Ward a certificate 
of the Produce Exchange, on which he loaned 
mine moneys from time to. time amounting on 
May 4, 1883, to $2,400, the certificate then being 
of the vaiue of $3,000. Thesecond matter was 
an agreement for raising cattle jointly. This 
was originally entered into in May, 1878 We 
were both employes of the Produce Exchange, 
and the contract continued for three years, when 
it was closed to our mutual satisfaction. Sub- 
sequently, in October, 1883, it was renewed tor 
three years, and Mr. Ward invested $4,000 as his 
share of the capital. The next transaction was 
in January, 184. Ward agreed to loan me $3,000 
on bond and mortgage on lands in New-Jersey 
at 5 per cent. This was consiWmmated in the 
name of Grant & Ward. This money was ap- 
plied to the discharge of a mortgage for tne 
same amount in said premises at 7 per cent. in- 
terest. The fourth wasin February, 1884, when 
Ward loaned me $4,000 on bond and mortgage 
on other property in New-Jersey at 5 per cent. 
interest. The money was paid by him directly 
to the Mutual Life Insurance Company, to dis- 
charge a mortgage for the same amount on the 
Bame premises at 7 per cent. interest.” 

Questioned about his relations with Ward 
after he became Controller, Mr. Grant said that 
he did not know that Ward was selling city 
revenue bonds at a loss. He knew nothing what- 
ever about any of Ward’s transactions. 

“ Didn’t you think it strange,”’ inquired Sen- 
atur McCarthy, “that all the revenue bonds of 
the city should go to Grant & Ward?” 

“ They did not all go there.” 

** Well, the largest share, about 90 per cent. of 
tnem ?” 

*] don’t know that they got that much.” 

“Why did you allow Grant & Ward to have 
facilities of knowing when you issued bonds, 
when other brokers knew nothing about it ?”” 

“They did not have any such knowledge,” said 
Mr. Grant. 

Betore he went away Mr. Grant submitted a 
statement prepared from the records in the Con- 
trolier’s office under his direction, showing that 
other parties besides Grant & Werd had pur- 
chased city revenue bonds, and at the same rate 
of interest. He also submitted a statement 
showing that from Jan. 1, 1884, to the time of 
the failure of the Mzrine Bank only $350,000 of 
city woney had been put into it on deposits made 
With the counter-signature of the Controller. 
But $2,154,062 50 had been deposited there by the 
City Chamberlain direct. Mr. Grant submitted 
these figures, he said, to show bow little the 
Controller had to do with the large city deposits 
left in the Marine Bank, 

Ex-Deputy Chamberlain Gillig was asked some 
more questions about the deposits of city money 
that the late Chamberlain Tappan made in the 
Marine Bank. Mr, Straban wanted to know all 
about a transfer warrant for $600,000 on the Ma- 
rine Bank in favor of the Importers and Trad- 
ers’ Bank that was made out on May 5, 1884, aud 
afterward countermanded. Mr. Gillig said the 
sum was reduced to $300,000 because the Cham- 
beriain, on the understanding that Ward had 
made another large purchase of city bonds, did 
not think the necegsities of the city required so 
largea transferas was at first contemplated. 
The Chamberlain sent word to his Deputy not to 
transfer so much. 

“How did Mr. Tappan get his information 
nbout Wara's purchase of city bonds ?” 

* He told me that Ward sent him word that he 
was going tv have revenue bonds, and that it 
would therefore not be necessary to draw so 
much money fromthe Marine Bank. Mr. Tap- 
pan said at the time that he did not lice the idea 
of Ward requesting that he should not draw so 
much money from the Marine Bank. He seemed 
uneasy.” 

“So it seems that Ward,as a Director in the 
Marine Bank, was governing the deposits of the 
city in that bank 7” 

“ Well,” said Mr. Gillig, laughing, “I don't 
know thatit was so bad as that. Mr. Tappan 
had great confidence in the Marine Bank. He 
said it wasastrong and growing bank. And he 
thougbt that Ward was one of the smartest 
young men inthe city. Ward told Mr. Tappan 
that it was Controller Grant’s wish that the city 
sac in the Marine Bank shouid remain so 
arge.

GEN. M’CLELLAN’S WILI. 


ALL OF HIS PROPERTY LEFT TO HIS WIFE 
AND CHILDREN, 


The will of Gen. George B. McClellan 
was filed in the Surrogate’s Office yesterday. It 
is dated Jan. 18, 1873, and has no codicils attached. 
It states thatthe maker of the instrument isa 
resident of Orange, N. J. According to the con- 
ditions of the document, after payment of just 
debts and funeral expenses, to ‘‘the testator’s 
beloved wife,” Elien Marcy McClellan, is 


bequeathed all the estate, both real 
and personal, of whatever nature and 
wheresoever situated, the same to be held 
and enjoyed by her fully and absolutely 
without restriction of any Kind, and with full 
power to alienate or dispose of the same in such 
manner as she may deem best. Upon her death 
it is directed that so much of the property as re- 
mains hers, with the exception of certain arti- 
cles, should be divided between the testator’s 
two children—George B. McClellan, Jr., and 
Mary M. McClellan. Should the wife survive 
the children, liberty is given her to dispose 
of the property as she sees fit. The library 
is left, after the death of his wife, to his 
children, all military works to go to George B. 
and the remainder to be equally divided between 
them. All the swords, uniforms, and milita- 
ry effects used by the testator on the field 
or in battle are bequeathed to the son. All 
other swords and military equipments, with the 
exception of the sword presented by the city 
of Philadelphia, which is bequeathed to the 
daughter, are to be equally divided between the 
two children after the death of the wife. The 
testator leaves his watch and signet ring to his 
son. This, with all other legacies, are to take 
effect only after the death of Mrs. McClellan. 

William C. Prime, ot this city, is made literary 
Executor, with authority to make such disposi- 
tion of Gen. McClellan's papers as be may think 
best. Mrs. McClellan was made Executrix, with 
power to make her father, Gen. Randolph B. 
Marcy, or William C. Prime Associate Executor, 
The witnesses to the will are J. Newton, H. F. 
Jantz, and A. Higewich.

WARNER'S COUNSEL PRODDING UP MR. 
DORSHEIMER. 


When the Warner case came up for a 
hearing before United States Commissioner 
Shields yesterday morning Assistant United 
States Attorney Tifft asked foran adjournment 
for a week onthe ground that the books, pa- 
pers, and witnesses at the command of the 
United States Attorney were before the Grand 


Jury. Col. George Bliss, who, with James ©. 
Carter, Charles F. MacLean, young Mr. Alexan- 
der, of the firm of Alexander & Green, and 
Henry Work, represented the defendant, op- 
posed an adjournment on the ground that when 
the case went over before it went over because 
the United States Attorney was not ready to go 
on. On this occasion, instead of coming in per- 
son to state his reasons for asking for an ad- 
journment, he sent a subordinate, and * Why ?”” 
asked Col. George Bliss dramatically and witha 
perceptible nasal twang. “ Because it is be- 
neath the dignity of William the Magnificent to 
come before an inferior magistrate and ask for 
an adjournment.” F 

Co}. Bliss then read a decision of Mr. Justice 
Field to show that the United States Attorney 
was bound to use all diligence to press a case 
before a Commissioper to a conclusion. He 
charged that Mr. Dorsheimer bad purposely se- 
cured an adjournment to yesterday, when he 
knew the Grand Jury would bein session and 
he could have an excuse for asking for another 
adjournment. Mr. Cartersaid that Mr. Dors- 
heimer had procured the arrest of Mr. Warner 
on the declaration that he had proof of certain 
facts, and the defense had the right to chullenge 
the production of that proof. 

Mr. Tifft said that the United States Attorney 
was using all diligence to press the case to a con- 
clusion, but it was plain that the books and wit- 
nesses could not he in two places at the same 
time. Col. Bliss asked Commissioner Shields to 
put the case over until 2o’clock in the after- 
noon, when the Grand Jury would have ad- 
journed, but the Commissioner adjourned it 
until Monday next at 2 P. M. 


FUNERAL OF EX-JUDGE CARDOZO. 

Fully 200 friends of ex-Judge Albert 
Cardozo attended his funeral yesterday morn- 
ng. They began to gather early at the house. 
By 10 o’clock, the hour announced for services, 
there was no room left onthe parlor fioor. Most 
of those who arrived after that waited outside 


on Madison-avenue, where groups were scattered 
along tbe block between Sixty-seventh and 
Sixty-eighth streets. The body lay under tie 
arch between the parlors. It was wrapped ina 
shbroudof whitesatin. Laure) and roses covered 
the breast. High candies at the head and feet 
lighted up the heavy pall and the face of 
the dead. The Rev. Dr. De Sola Men- 
des, standing near the coffin, spoke for 
a half hour upon the lesson of death. All 
heads were covered, after the Jewish custom, 
during the services, which ended with a prayer 
in Hebrew. Thea all were allowed to see the 
body. Among those present were Richard 58. 
Newcombe, Mr. Cardozo’s partner; Judge Charles 
P. Daly, Recorder Smyth, John H. Chambers, 
Adolph L. Sanger, ex-Alderman Phillips, Johu 
J. Nealis, ex-Senator Robert McCafferty, ex- 
Alderman Cole, ex-Assemblyman Frank, As- 
semblyman-elect Henry Steinert, John T. Cum- 
mings, ex-Judge Pierson, Emanuel 3. Hart, Al- 
derman-elect Smith, ex-Judge McQuade, Alex- 
ander Thane, Thomas J. Crombie, Jacob A. Can- 
tor, Judge-elect Ehrlich, Senator-elect. William 
Cc. Traphagen, Justice Monell, William L. Lacey, 
Coroner Kennedy, Alderman-elect Divver, 
Thomas H. Hurley, James Bilger, Park Commis- 
sioner Crimmins, ex-Alderman Kirk, ex-Gov. 
Salomon, and Judge Donohue. The attendance 
included a delegation of 35 from the Tammany 
organization of the Tweuty-second Assembly 
District. 

When all had passed through, the pall was re- 
moved from the rosewood coffin, which was car- 
ried to the hearse between lines of friends ex- 
tending the width of several houses on each side 
of the stoop. The burial was at Cypress Hills. 
The flag at Tammany Ha)l flouted at half mast 
all day yesterday. 
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A BLOW IN A COURT ROOM. 
While Assistant District Attorney Bed- 
ford was summing up for the prosecution yes- 
terday, in the trial of Moritz Mehltreager for an 
assault on Annie Och, a 9-ycar-old girl, an ex- 
traordinary scene occurred in court. Mr. Bed- 
ford referred to the Pall Mall Gazette exposures, 


and asked if ** these Russian scoundrels” were to 
be allowed to come to this country and practice 
similar enormities here. Alexander S$. Rosgen- 
thal, one of Menitreager’s counsel, who is alsoa 
Russian, becoming incensed at the term “* Rus- 
sian scoundrels,” leaned over the bar and struck 
Mr. Becford a blow with his fist between the 
shoulders exclaiming, ““Judge Bedford, you 
have no right to insult my people in that way.” 
The blow staxgered the lawyer, but after paus- 
ing to tell Rosenthal that,he would attend to his 
case after finishing with Mehltreager’s he pro- 
ceeded with his speech, 

After the jury had retired Mr. Bedford pre- 
ferred a charge of contempt of court against 
Rosenthal. The latter expressed great sorrow 
for his folly and a willingness to make a public 
apology. Mr. Bedford deciared bimself willin 
to accept an apology, and the matter woul 
probably have ended there but for the arrival 
of District Attorney Martine, who told Judge 
Cowing that he would insist on the punishment 
of Rosenthal. At this Rosenthal broke down and 
began to blubber like a child and, between 
his sobs, begged to be allowed to apologize. 
Judge Cowing held the case under consideration. 

The jury subsequently found Mehltreager 
guilty and he was remanded for sentence. 





SUPPORTED BY HERTALKING MACHINE. 

Joseph Faber is in the custody of the 
Sheriff on an order of arrest granted by Judge 
Andrews, of the Supreme Court, at the suit of 
his wife, Maria Faber. In her affidavit to pro- 
cure the order Mrs. Faber said that for more 
than 20 years, and throughout her life with 
Faber as his wife, she had been the owner of a 
talking machine, by exhibiting which she had 
earned thousands of dollars, all of which her 
husband had squandered at the gaming table. 
Recently she became sick, and he abandoned her, 
leaving ber dependent on the charity of friends, 
Her clothing and talking machine he pawned 
before abandoning her, and he entered into a 
conspiracy to defraud her of the machine. Her 
suit is for a limited divorce, and she procured the 
order for his arrest on the ground that he in- 
tended to leave the State to evade the effect of a 
judgment against him.

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CAPT. JENNIE NOT GUILTY. 


SHE SUPPOSED SHE WAS DIVORCED WHEN 
SHE MARRIED AGAIN. 

Ex-Capt. Jennie Wilson, of the Salva- 
tion Army, was in tears at the close of her trial 
in the Court of Sessions, in Elizabeth, N. J., yes- 
terday, on the charge of bigamy, which had 
been pending against her for months. Her two 
husbands—“*that man Fry,” asshe called one, 
from St. Albans, Vt., and H. L. Moore, a pho- 
tographer, of Elizabeth—hobnobbed ina win- 
dow behind the jury box. The Rev. Mr. Mc- 
Cann, who married the woman to Fry in 
St. Albans, had been brought on by Fry 
asa witness. The ceremony was performed in 
1879. Capt. Moore was then known as Jennie 
Wilson. She had lived in Fry’s family as a 


servant. Tho couple lived in a hand to mouth 
fashion, moving from piace to place, for three 
years and a half, when Mrs. Fry left her hus- 
band. The Rev. Mr. Price, of Elizabeth, testi- 
fied to the marriage with Henry L. Moore. 
Moore testified that he became acquainted with 
the girl while she was running tne Salvation 
Army in Elizabeth. He took her to his home 
and after five weeks married het. She said 
nothing to him about a previous marriage, 

With these witnesses the State rested its case, 
and Capt. Jennie was called to the stand. She 
gave her husband Fry a pretty bad character. 
She met Moore, she said, in his photograph geal- 
lery, and he commenced to make love to her at 
once. She advised him that he knew nothing 
about her. “If you want me after you have 
found out about me,” she told him, “ I'll think 
about it.”” He was so persistent that she finally 
consented. At that time she believed she had 
been divorced from Fry. She had commenced 
proceedings, and her lawyer had informed her 
that a decree had been secured. She told Moore, 
she declared, that she was a divorced woman, 
As the Kev. Mr. Price was Muore’s Pastor, he re- 
quested her to conceal that fact from him, and 
when the minister asked her about the number 
of her marriages she said that this to Moore was 
the first. 

On cross-examination Capt. Jennie became 
very Gefiant, She hotly denied that she had 
ever been in the Vergennes Reformatory for 
crime. She admitted acquaintance with men in 
several parts of New-York, but refused to say 
anything about her relations with them. She 
denied at first that she had written any letters 
to Lida Clapp at Sing Sing, but when a missive 
bearing that address was shown to her admitted 
that it was in her handwriting. In it she re- 
quested Lida to write a letter to ner for her hus- 
band to see. “ But,’ she enjoined, * don’t say 
anything about the boys. God bless them! 
How I miss them !"” 

F, G. Marsh and G, R. Lindsay, who pleaded 
her case for her, urged that as she had remarried 
in tbe belief that she was divorced from her first 
husband she could not be held for bigamy. The 
jurors were out for half an hour, when they re- 
turned with a verdict of not guilty. Capt. 
Jennie sprang to her feet, and, clasping her 
hands devoutly over her head, shouted ‘** Glory 
to God !” and the crowd in the court room broke 
into applause that the court tried in vain to 
suppress, 
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CANVASSING THE VOTE, 
IRE ses 
WILSON S. WOLF ON HAND TO MAKE HIS 
USUAL PROTEST. 

The canvass of the returns of the votes 
east at the late election was begun by the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday. President 
Sanger appointed Messrs. Masterson, Mulry, 
and Van Rensselaer a Committee on Pro- 
tests, and Messrs. Jaehne, Oakley, and Roth- 
man a Committee on Corrected Returns. 
Wilson S. Wolf, on behalf of what has become 
known as the Cromwellian Board of Aldermen, 
handed in the first protest. In this the old claim 
was made that the present law regarding the 
election of Aldermen was unconstitutional. 
Each of the Aldermen appointed a clerk through 


County Ulerk Patrick Keenan, anda Mxpert Ac- 
countant John N. Outwater was allowed to 
name eight special assistants. Besides this a 
Sergeant-at-Arms and an ussistant clerk were 
appointed by the full board. The County Clerk 
is allowed $2,000 to pay the expenses of the 10 
days’ work of canvassing the returns, of which 
about $800 is paid to Mr. Outwater and his eight 
assistants. The balance of the money goes to 
pay for the alleged services of the appointees of 
the Aldermen and for other purposes. 

Alderman Cleary canvassed the returns of the 
First Assembly District, Alderman Walsh those 
of the Second District, Alderman Oakley those 
of the Third District, and Alderman Mulry 
those of the Fourth District. Inthe Twenty- 
second Election District of the First Assembly 
District it was found that sccording to the 
returns no votes had been cast tor Ferdinand 
Eidman, one of the Republican candidates for 
Coroner. The Inspectors of Election of the dis- 
trict will be called upon to explain the matter. 
In abouta dozen other cases in other districts 
similar action was taken. Inthe Third Assem- 
bly District one vote was cast for Samuel J.

PLASTER MILLS BURNED. 


——_e-——_—. 
A HEAVY LOSS CAUSED BY AN EARLY 
MORNING FIRE IN BETHUNE-STREET. 


Gustavus Isaacs’s Empire Plaster Mills, 
Nos. 21 to 25 Bethune-street, were destroyed by 
fire early yesterday morning. The mills were 
six stories high and covered an area ot 66 by 80 
feet. Watchman John Martin was in the stables 
a little after 4 o’clock and noticed a glare in the 
rear of the factory. Three alarms brought 11 
engines and 4 hook and ladder companies to 
fight the fire. Much alarm was felt by the 55 
families who occupied Nos. 117 to 121 Bank- 


street, in the rear of the factory; three families 
in the rear house at No. 123 Bank-street, two 
tamilies in the rear house at No. 125 Bank-street, 
and the occupants of No, 27 Bethune-street. 
Many of them tried to save their property, but 
were checked and driven away by the police 
and firemen.’ The rear part of the mill fell in 
20 minutes, covering the yards of the Bank-street 
houses with rubbish, and at 5:30 o’clock, when 
the fire was in check, only the front wall and 
part of a side wall stood. 

Mr. Isaacs estimates his loss at $20,000 on the 
building, $20,000 on machinery, and $10,000 on 
stock, which comprised 5,000 bundles of staves 
and 1,400 barrels of plaster. He was insured for 
$16,000 02 building and machinery and $19,000 
on stock, horses, and trucks. He reduced his 
insurance a short time ago, when he engageda 
watchman. About $2,000 damage was done by 
tire and water to neighboring property.

AN EXPEDITION TO EGYPT. 

The sixth annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Institute for Preserving and Perfecting 
Anglo-Saxon Weights and Measures ended yes- 
terday in Room No. 2i, Cooper Institute. The 
chief business of the day was the appointing of 
a committee to devise ways and means for go- 
ing to Egypt to make investigations in the great 
pyramid and to take measurements of the units 
of weight and measure contained therein.

C. A. L. Totten, 
military instructor at St. Paul’s School, Garden 
City, Chairman; Lewis Miller and John F.
